A LOT of things happened in 





the world this week, and 

you can read about some of 
them in these 68 pages. If you 
want to find the most important 
thing that happened in my corner 
of the world, you’ll have to look 
closely: It’s on Page 7, in the real 
small print, up in the top left- 
hand corner. 

The staff box has changed. 
We’ve grown. There are four 
new people in the Editorial 
Department. 

And Jean Field is gone. 

Sometime soon, I’ll tell you all 
about the new folks. But for now, I 
have only two things to say: 

1. In January 1990, the Bay 
Guardian is a very different paper 
than it was two years and two 
months ago, when Jean and I took 
over the Editorial Department. In 
1987, a 52-page paper was a big 
deal. We had no editorial page, no 
press column, no gay community 
column, no City Hall column, no 
finance column, no After Dark 
page, no East Bay correspondent, 
no weekly record reviews, no Echo 
Chamber, no Disaster of the 
Week. We ran one page of On 
Guards, and maybe two features. 
We were thinking about scrapping 
the Best of the Bay. The cover 
looked very different. 

2. No one person should ever 
get credit for all that has happened 
to the Guardian in the past two 
years. But in January 1990, I think 
I can safely say this: It never 
would have happened without 
Jean Field. 

Jean started as an intern, back 
in 1984, when the Editorial 
Department had six employees and 
the typical issue was 36 or 40 
pages. After a while, she got hired 
as assistant copy editor. For a 
while, there was no copy editor 
and no arts editor; the assistant 
copy editor was doing all three 
jobs. And she was doing each of 
them better than anyone had ever 
done before. 

In the fall of 1987, Alan Kay 
resigned, and, no other cand- 
idates being immediately ap- 
parent, I became city editor. And 
for the next two years and two 
months, through the best of times 
and the worst of times, Jean was 
my partner in crime. 

She brought all my crazy plans 
to life. She fixed all the messes I 
made. She never ran out of sug- 
gestions, never seemed to get 
tired, never let herself give up and 
never let me down. I always 
figured Jean would outgrow the 
Bay Guardian, and we’ll have to 
get along without her. But it 
won’t ever be the same. . .and 
some day, when Bruce and I 
come to our senses, I suspect we’ll 
both realize that the biggest 
mistake either of us has ever 
made was letting her get away.

KQED’S red herring 


HEN THE Federal Communication 
WY cormssos adopted the Fairness Doc- 
trine in 1949, broadcasters screamed 
bloody murder. The government, they said, had 
no business telling the news media what to put on 
the air. The whole thing smacked of censorship. 

For 40 years, the argument has raged — at the 
commission, in Congress, in the courts and in the 
White House. It’s created some of the strangest 
alliances in modern political history: Ralph 
Nader, Phyllis Schlafly, Mobil Oil and the ACLU 
have joined hands in defense of the doctrine. Nat 
Hentoff, Dan Rather and Ronald Reagan have 
spoken out against it. 

At the heart of the debate is a fundamental 
question: Should broadcasters, who have 
valuable franchises on the limited number of 
usable frequencies that make up the public air- 
waves, be held accountable to the public? Or do 
they, like newspapers, have absolute freedom 
from government interference? 

The furor over Mayor Art Agnos’s decision not 
to approve a bond act for KQED unless the sta- 
tion scraps Monitor Radio comes down to the 
same basic issue. We’ve always opposed govern- 
ment censorship in all of its forms. But we also 
support the Fairness Doctrine. And while Agnos 
has badly bungled the KQED affair, we agree 
with the essence of his position: If KQED wants a 
big chunk of public money, then the public has 
every right to hold the station accountable for 
where that money goes. 


AY ACTIVISTS have been angry at 
Monitor Radio since 1981, when the sta- 


tion, a subsidiary of the Christian Science 
Monitor, fired a lesbian reporter on the grounds 
that her sexual preference violated the principles 
of the Christian Science church. The FCC has no 
specific policy protecting the rights of lesbians 
and gays in the workplace, but the city of San 
Francisco does. And as long as Monitor Radio is 
willing to discriminate against employees on the 
basis of sexual preference, activists say, San Fran- 
cisco’s public television station should take its 
business elsewhere. 

The KQED administration is rarely interested 
in community input, and it has largely ignored the 
calls for a boycott of Monitor Radio. The station 
has also ignored a lot of other complaints — 
complaints about the dramatic decline in its local 
public-affairs programming, for example. Or its 
failure to produce independent local documen- 
taries. Or the transformation of its program guide 
into a slick commercial city magazine that the sta- 
tion wants to turn into a ‘‘publishing empire.’’ Or 
the lack of democracy in the board election pro- 
cess. Or the strict secrecy that surrounds the sta- 
tion’s financial affairs. 

As long as KQED could convince its members 
(and some big local corporations) to cough up 
some $30 million every year to cover the 
operating budget, and as long as the election pro- 
cess was sufficiently rigged to keep administration 
critics from gaining seats on the board of direc- 
tors, President Tony Tiano and his minions have 
been able to get away with their arrogance and 
secrecy. But when the station decided to ask for 
the right to sell about $15 million in tax-free 
municipal bonds to finance its move to a new 
building, the situation suddenly changed. 
Although Tiano convinced a friendly city council 
in Alameda to underwrite the bond act (see story, 
page 6), the mayor of San Francisco had to sign 
off on the deal, too, and Agnos, looking to score 
some points with the gay community, refused to 
go along. Over the past few months, KQED of- 
ficials have been meeting with Agnos, trying to 
work out a deal. Unfortunately,.those meetings 
have all been secret — until one of the parties 
leaked word to the Chronicle last week, almost 
nobody in town knew what was going on. 

The Chronicle story portrayed Agnos as a nar- 
row-minded censor, trying unfairly to use the 
powers of his office to dictate what KQED should 
and shouldn’t put on the air. Both daily papers 
quickly ran editorials denouncing the mayor, and 
the Radio Television News Directors Association 


issued a statement supporting KQED’s right to 
make programming decisions without govern- 
ment interference. 

That’s a fine principle, on the surface. But the 
editorials and statements largely ignored the jour- 
nalistic and political context. KQED, a public 
television station that has arrogantly refused even 
limited public accountability and has kept its 
policy decisions and financial records secret, was 
asking for a major public handout — and 
complaining about censorship when the mayor 
wanted to attach some conditions. 

But since Agnos had kept the process secret, the 
dailies easily put their own (and KQED’s) spin on 
the story — and the mayor had no time to. round 
up community support. 

There’s an important lesson here: Secrecy 
always hurts the public-interest position. If 
nothing else good comes out of this fiasco, 
perhaps Agnos will get that message. 


HEN YOU cut through the rhetoric and 
W hype, KQED’s cries of censorship start to 
sound silly. 

As far back as 1934, when it passed the Com- 
munications Act, Congress recognized that 
broadcast stations have a special privilege that 
gives them immense power. With that privilege 
comes a responsibility: to serve “‘the public in- 
terest, convenience and necessity.”’ In 1969, the 
Supreme Court went a step further: The First 
Amendment, it ruled, protects the rights of the 
listeners and viewers, not just broadcasters. 

The Fairness Doctrine was never meant to dic- 
tate or control broadcast programming. It was 
meant to set minimum standards of fairness — to 
ensure that all sides of a crucial debate had at 
least some chance to be heard. 

KQED has an even stronger mandate: It’s a 
public television station, with tax-exempt status, 
licensed to broadcast with the specific charge of 
providing public-interest community program- 
ming. : 

And now, KQED wants a direct and sizable 
handout of public money, If Agnos allows it, the 
station will be able to borrow $15 million for 20 
years at a fixed rate of roughly 7.5 percent. That’s 
a fabulous deal — the bond authorization would 
probably save KQED $10 million over the term of 
the loan. Of course, that money won’t come out 
of thin air — the taxpayers of California and the 
United States will have to make it up, out of their 
pockets. 

Cities issue this type of revenue bond for non- 
profits all the time. Hospitals and nursing homes 
are among the biggest customers, but developers 
get some of the action, too. In most-cases, city of- 
ficials realize that they are saving some private 
organization millions of dollars by authorizing the 
bonds — so they ask for something in return, likea 
commitment to minority hiring, or the construc- 
tion of affordable housing. 

KQED should not_have_been surprised that 
Agnos wanted something from the station in ex- 
change for helping it save $10 million. And the 
local news media shouldn’t have let the station get 
away with calling that ‘‘censorship.”’ 

When you ask for public money, you have to 
accept public accountability. If KQED doesn’t 
want that burden, it can borrow the money from a 
bank, start paying taxes and give up its claim to 
channels that are designated for educational 
broadcasting. If it wants to remain as a public 
television station, it ought to start acting like one. 
For starters, Tiano should immediately come 
clean, open the station’s books and give the tax- 
payers and station members the rightto see where 
their money goes. 

Agnos should come clean, too: release all the 
documents relating to the KQED negotiations 
and the minutes of his private meetings and hold 
any future discussions in public. Perhaps he should 
bring the entire issue to a public hearing. Then 
maybe the local press will be a bit slower to swallow 
Tony Tiano’s next red herring. 

PS: We’re asking both the Alameda City Council and the SF 
Mayor's Office to release all their records on the matter. We'll 
keep you posted on what we find out.

Open-door loopholes: When 
the San Francisco Inde- 
pendent sued to gain access 
toe Mayer Art Agnos's Demoli- 
tion Task Force, it failed 
because of a major loophole in 
the Ralph M. Brown Open 
Meetings Act.

THE ALAMEDA 
CONNECTION: 
How KQED 
WON BOND DEAL 


KQED’S PLAN to finance its expansion 
into a new building with approximately 
$15 million in tax-free, low-interest bonds 
issued by the city of Alameda has raised 
more than a few eyebrows since the story 
broke last week. 

Much of the daily press coverage has 
focused on the decision by San Francisco 
Mayor Art Agnos to refuse to approve the 
bonds unless KQED drops its contract 
with Monitor Radio, which has been 
charged with discriminating against gay 
and lesbian employees (see editorial, 
page 6). But some critics have gone 
a step further. 

Why, they ask, does KQED need all 
that money to move to a new studio? 
What gives the public television station the 
right to finance its move through tax-free 
municipal bonds? And how on earth did 
Alameda get involved in the deal? 

KQED’S director of government and 
cable operations, Joseph Camicia, is also a 
member of the Alameda City Council, and he 
was the one who suggested that the station 
seek his city’s help in floating the bonds. 

In July 1989, records on file in Alameda 
City Hall show, KQED officials met with 
Alameda’s mayor and City Council to 
negotiate a deal through which KQED 
would be able to sell as much as $20 
million in bonds at a fixed interest rate of 
7.5 percent, with Alameda acting as the 
conduit. 

It’s a great deal for both parties. 
KQED, for example, will save as much as 
$12 million in interest over the next 20 
years by financing its move with the tax- 
free bonds, instead of a standard bank 
loan. And under the terms of the deal, 
Alameda will get a cash payment of one- 
quarter of one percent of the loan up 
front, and one-tenth of one percent each 
year. For a $20 million bond issue, that 
amounts to $50,000 up front, and $20,000 
a year — for taking no risk at all. Under 
the bond laws, Alameda has no legal liabil- 
ity to repay the money. 

In fact, the only losers are the taxpayers 
of the United States and the state of 
California. Since the bonds are tax- 
exempt, the interest KQED saves will 
ultimately be paid by the rest of us. 

There’s only one glitch: KQED plans to 
use the money to refinance its loan on the 
building it has acquired at the corner of 
Mariposa and Bryant Streets and to pay 
for its remodeling and since the project is 
in San Francisco, Mayor Agnos has to sign 
off on the deal. 

Camicia told the Bay Guardian that he 
abstained from voting when the issue came 
before the council, and he denied having 
anything to do with the deal. He 
refused to comment any further on any 
aspect of the plan. 

But minutes of a July 5, 1989 meeting 
show him suggesting that the Finance 
Committee look at the bond issue to 
determine its marketability. 

And Bob Johnston, KQED’s chief 
financial officer, told the Bay Guardian 
that Camicia ‘‘suggested to us that we look 
at Alameda’’ when KQED was seeking 
financing. 

Numerous questions still remain (like 


what KQED is actually going to do with all 
that money). But since the station refuses 
to make its financial records public, the 
answers remain unclear.

WALKOUT BY 
SERVICE WORKERS 
HIGHLIGHTS 
BUDGET CUTS 


SINCE JAN. 22nd, the staff at the San 
Francisco Association for Retarded Citi- 
zens has walked the picket line in a battle 
that places the nonprofit agency in a pain- 
ful squeeze between the legitimate de- 
mands of its low-paid staff and the harsh 
reality of Deukmejian-era spending cuts. 

The private, nonprofit Association for 
Retarded Citizens is the primary provider 
of services, training and jobs for San 
Francisco adults with developmental 
disabilities (mental retardation). 

The demands of the unionized staff 
seem entirly reasonable. Wages start at 
between $5.80 and $7.51 an hour, and 
the workers want a 5 percent raise. 

“‘We are choking on these wages,”’ said 
staffer Franchesca Rosa. ‘‘The people who 
work directly with clients in the social 
services are horribly paid. We want to 
bring attention to this.”’ 

But management argues that, at a time 
when state funding for the retarded has 
been slashed, the agency cannot afford to 
meet the staff’s demand. 

“‘The real villain in this scenario is not 
the staff or management. The villian 
is a government that is insensitive to the 
value of people with disabilities and those 
who work with them, and that’s sick,”’ 
said ARC Executive Director Patricia 
Kemerling. 

The California Department of Rehabili- 
tation is the largest source of the agency’s 
income. Over the last five years, as costs 
have continued to rise, the department has 
cut agency funding by about 1 percent a 
year, according to Kemerling. While the 
state gives its own employees annual cost- 
of-living increases, it hasn’t provided any 
money for cost-of-living increases to 
agencies like ARC. 

The governor’s 1990-1991 proposal con- 
tains even further limitations on services 
for the disabled. 

Rosa acknowledged that the state cut- 
backs have been painful, but she said the 
agency’s decisions have added to the prob- 
lem. The number of highly paid manage- 
ment jobs at ARC has increased 
significantly in recent years, she said. In 
1986, the year the line staff organized into 
the Social Services Union, Local 535, 25 
percent of all employees were manage- 
ment. Four years later, the number of 
managers has risen to 40 percent, Rosa 
said. 

Rosa said the executive director makes 
between $53,000 and $60,000 a year, while 
the low salaries of the line staff have 
resulted in a 30 percent turnover rate. 
“The experienced staff has to work double 
duty helping and making up for the new 
staff, and with all the turnover, this 
becomes very frustrating.”’ 

The staff at ARC teaches the 350 
developmentally-disabled residents survival 
and job skills, like learning how to read a 
restaurant menu and riding a bus. 

Kemerling said ARC’s ratio of managers 
to line staff is similar to that in any social

service agency that has to supervise ‘‘a lot 
of green staff.’’ Managers also fill in for 
line staff when they are absent. ‘‘We have 
a hard time getting temporary workers,”’ 
she said. 

While Kemerling is ‘‘amazed at the good 
quality of people we’re able to get,’’ she 
agreed that higher salaries for line staff 
would reduce the turnover problem. 

At press time, negotiations between 
Local 535 and ARC are at an impasse, 
without another negotiation session 
planned.

IS GOOD

ELEANOR RANDOLPH’S Dec. 14th 
column would seem to have been perfect 
for the San Francisco Examiner, which 
regularly runs the Washington Post media 
critic’s pieces opposite its editorial page. 
After all, it was about the Lincoln Savings 
and Loan scandal, and Senator Alan 
Cranston’s involvement in that scandal has 
been all over the Examiner’s front page. 

But there was an unusual twist: The 
column linked the Lincoln scandal and the 
lobbying efforts by Knight-Ridder Inc. to 
win Justice Department approval of a 
joint operating agreement between its 
Detroit Free Press and the Detroit News. 
And the Examiner never ran it. 

Randolph’s column reported on a 
fascinating controversy brewing in Detroit. 
The Free Press had blasted Senator 
Donald Riegle Jr. (D-Michigan) for 
lobbying on behalf of the ill-fated S&L 
after receiving campaign contributions 
from Lincoln’s chief executive, Charles 
Keating. Riegel responded in a letter to the 
editor that his efforts on behalf of Lincoln 
Savings and Loan, which wanted a favor 
from the Home Loan Bank Board, were 
no different from his lobbying efforts on 
behalf of Knight-Ridder, which wanted a 
favor from the Department of Justice. 

Randolph’s column has not been the 
only story critical of the Detroit JOA that 
has never made the pages of the San Fran- 
cisco dailies. Both the Examiner and the 
Chronicle, partners in their own joint op- 
erating agreement, have reported on devel- 
opments favorable to the Detroit JOA, 
while paying far less attention to extensive 
and well-documented criticisms of the JOA. 

On Nov. 29th, for example, the Los 
Angeles Times carried a front-page article 
by James Risen about William Keauing, a 
former Gannett executive who now runs 
the Detroit Newspaper Agency, which 
operates the business functions for the 
Free Press and the News. 

William Keating is brother to Charles 
Keating, the former chief executive of 
Lincoln Savings and a co-defendant in a 
civil suit related to the Lincoln scandal. 

The Risen article reported on concerns 
— also reported in Editor and Publisher 
and other media-industry journals — that 
William Keating’s involvement could 
affect the Detroit papers’ ability to cover 
the story. One News reporter assigned to 
profile William Keating was kicked out of 
the executive’s office when he brought up 
the Lincoln case, Risen reported. 

While Los Angeles Times editors 
thought this was front-page news,

Chronicle editors, who regularly run L.A. 
Times articles, did not think it worth 
publishing. The Chronicle’s only Nov. 
29th article on the Detroit JOA was a five- 
paragraph Associated Press squib on page 
AS5 about how the papers had reached a 
settlement with union employees and 
averted a strike. A computer search of 
both the Examiner and Chronicle turned 
up only passing mention of William 
Keating in the past two months. 

By contrast, the Wall Street Journal 
clearly considers the Detroit situation fair 
game. It ran a 25-paragraph media column 
by Joseph B. White on page B1 of its 
Jan. 25th edition that said the joint Detroit 
newspaper operation was in shambles. 

Since the JOA was formed, the story 
noted, advertising rates have doubled or 
tripled, forcing many advertisers to cut 
back on space or abandon the newspapers 
altogether. The papers have gotten smaller 
and may be losing money, despite projec- 
tions that the JOA would bring its partners 
as much as $100 million a year in revenues. 

Readers, the Journal noted, have cut 
subscriptions, and the joint Sunday edition 
is a mess. On one issue, the front page had 
a big white spot where a photograph was 
supposed to run, and an important exclu- 
sive News interview was published under 
the wrong columnist’s photograph and 
byline. Meanwhile, the suburban papers 
have been picking up readers and 
advertisers. 

“The JOA stinks to high heaven,”’ 
wrote one reader in a letter to the editor.

NEW FRONT IN 
SACRAMENTO 
ETHICS DEBATE: 
THE PRESS CORPS 


AN AMUSING little sideshow to the 
increasingly heated ethics debate in 
Sacramento may culminate in the Capitol 
press corps seeking exemption from its 
existing conflict-of-interest rules. 

At issue are the regulations governing 
reporters who are granted floor passes to 
the state Legislature. Those floor passes 
give reporters access to legislators that 
lobbyists, constituents, salesmen and 
others are not afforded. 

When a reporter applies for a floor 
pass, he or she is required to sign a 
document listing a number of dos and 
don’ts, including rule 32(f). That rule 
prohibits accredited members of the 
association from working for pay for state 
officials, their staffs, state agencies, 
candidates for state office or lobbyists. 

On Jan. 18th, the association voted 9-2 
to narrow, the rules. The proposed new 
rules would prohibit members from 
engaging ‘‘in any campaigning or lobbying 
activity involving the California 
Legislature or candidates for seats in state 
offices,’’ 

The vote came in response to reports 
that members of the association were in 
violation of the conflict rules by working 
directly for a legislator and the California 
Highway Patrol. 

Associated Press reporter and 
association president Doug Willis had 
proposed the rule changes. ‘‘What I 
wanted to do was to draw a rule that is 
enforceable. As it stands now, reporters

(Proposition K) and to limit 
downtown development (Prop- 
osition M), as well as 
Oakland's nuclear-free-zone 
referendum.

Fight for the forest: Head- 
waters Forest near Eureka is 
the prize in an accelerating 
race between owner Pacific 
Lumber's logging activities 
and environmentalists’ preser- 
vation efforts. Pacific Lumber, 
which bought the forest in 
1985, has tripled timber pro- 
duction there, trying to get as 
many logs as possible out 
before pending state and 
federal legislation to protect 
the forest can pass. Environ- 
mentalists oppose its activities 
especially because Head- 
waters is the ‘‘largest un- 
protected old-growth redwood 
ecosystem left in America,” 
with 2,000-year-old trees and 
many threatened species and 


communities, Loggers are join-

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doing completely proper things are in 
violation of the rules,’’ he told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘We are not going to be able to 
write a rule that covers every situation. 
Our rules should be limited to contact with 
legislators and legislative activities, not 
ethical standards for every other area.” 

San Jose Mercury News reporter Gary 
Webb, who opposed the narrowing of the 
rules, told the Bay Guardian that Willis’s 
proposal amounted to something that the 
press would never tolerate from elected 
officials. ‘‘What they have done is change 
the rules so they wouldn’t have to punish 
any of their members,’’ he said. 

The Legislature, in conjunction with the 
press corps, enacted the regulations 
governing Capitol reporters some two 
decades ago, after abuse of floor-pass 
privileges became widespread. A number 
of lobbyists who worked for trade 
publications reportedly used their floor 
access to lobby legislators directly. In one 
case, a candidate for office apparently 
used floor access to line up endorsements 
from legislators. 

Last summer, according to two reports 
by Webb in the San Jose Mercury News, a 
Sacramento television reporter and veteran 
Capitol correspondent was awarded a 
$25,000 contract to teach California 
Highway Patrol officers how to deal with 
reporters. After the story broke, the 
reporter dropped the contract. 

Other examples of possible rule 
violations cited by the Mercury News 
included: A freelance radio reporter in 
Sacramento was also producing radio 
spots for the California Lottery 
Commission; a news-service reporter had a 
$20,000 contract with the Senate Rules 
Committee to produce video press 
releases; Sacramento political columnist 
Dan Walters received speaking fees from a 
state agency; a freelance photographer for 
Associated Press regularly did campaign- 
related photography for legislators. 

San Francisco Chronicle Sacramento 
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reporter Ray Gunnison said he voted 
against the measure to change the conflict- 
of-interest rule. “‘The whole issue should 
be handled between employers and 
employees,’’ he said. ‘‘It is a journalistic 
issue. The state Legislature shouldn’t be in 
the position of licensing reporters.” 

San Francisco Examiner Bureau Chief 
Steve Capps voted for the changes. While 
he said he had reservations about 
narrowing the rules, Capps said that the 
AP photographer who had been working 
with a legislator ‘‘is trying to support his 
family with the extra income. I felt that it 
was probably a conflict for him to work 
with the legislator, but I’m dealing with a 
person I know and I respect him. So I 
voted for the changes.’’ 

For the proposed changes to take effect, 
the association must take them to the 
Legislature for approval. 

“If the association comes to the Joint 
Rules Committee asking for demonstrable 
weakening of their own conflict-of-interest 
rules, I would think they would be treated 
with sarcasm and cynicism by the commit- 
tee members,’’ said Bob Forsythe, press 
secretary to Senate President Pro Tem 
David Roberti. 

Forsythe pointed out that the timing of 
the proposed change, coming in the midst 
of Sacramento’s political corruption 
scandal, is extremely poor. ‘‘If they were 
to hire me as a flack, and ask me what 
they should do to get this passed, I’d tell 
them, ‘Forget it.’ ’’ 

If another meeting is held to reconsider 
the proposed changes, Willis said he 
expected a heavier turnout, perhaps as 
many as 100 association members. He said 
other specific exemptions, covering 
activities like teaching at state institutions 
or giving paid speeches to government 
agencies, could be proposed. 

Association members come from across 
the state, and represent the state’s major 
newspapers and electronic media outlets, 
along with a number of wire services and 
national paper chains.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


The San Francisco 
Redevelopment Agency is a 
lot like the Denver Broncos at 
halftime of Super Bowl XXIV 

The agency is way behind. 

Way behind in its commit- 
ment to the citizens of San 
Francisco to revitalize 
neighborhoods that its 
bulldozers destroyed some 
two decades ago. 

If the Yerba Buena 
Gardens project is any indica- 
tion, the SFRA has about as 
much to crow about as John 
Elway. 

Let's look at the facts. 

The area in question, 
bounded by Third and 
Fourth, Harrison and Mission 
Streets, has been the subject 
of intense community battle 
dating back to the mid-'60s. 

At the time, SFRA Ex- 
ecutive Director Justin 
Herman was quoted as say- 
ing, ‘This land is too valuable 
to let poor people park on it.” 

Herman was also known 
for his savagely brusque man- 
ner. He openly threatened 
employees of the agency and 
any individual that dared to 
challenge his vision of the 
“new San Francisco.” 

To date, the agency has 
spent more than $10 million 
on architectural consultants 
for the project, a sum that 
may have been spent in vain 

In the 1960s, the SFRA 
demolished hundreds of hous- 
ing units — occupied by 
elderly and fixed-income 
citizens — in an effort to 
mitigate “urban blight.’’ 

In return, the agency 
promised a new Cultural, ar- 
tistic center that would 
revitalize the neighborhood 
and make the most of the 
inner-city land the agency had 
so ruthlessly cleared. But the 
$10 million the SFRA has 
spent on consultants has 
resolved absolutely nothing. 
They have yet to present a 
comprehensive plan for this 
parcel of land. 

If the praject’s developer, 
Olympia and York, cannot 
meet a June deadline to begin 
the project, the company not 
only will forfeit a $10 million 
good-faith deposit, but the en- 
tire plan to revitalize the 
bulldozed neighborhood will 
be forced back to square one. 

Square one: Find a new 
developer. Begin the public 
debate around the form and 
substance of the project 

Another five years. 

If the Redevelopment 
Agency has $10 million to 
throw at consultants, it must 


~ alSo have the ability to call 


that very well-paid help to 
task. 

The agency must, before 
paying another dime in in- 
stallments on these contracts, 
force a resolution of the 
design of Yerba Buena 
Gardens, and thereby realize, 
in perhaps only a small way, 
the promise made some 20 
years ago. 

Otherwise, like the Super 
Bowl, this one is over at the 
half.

You should live so long 


THE SAN Francisco Board of Supervisors 
has put off its vote on vacancy control 
once again, this time until Feb. 12th. 
Originally scheduled for Feb. Sth, the 
long-awaited vote will be delayed at the 
request of Supervisor Doris Ward. Ward 
informed Board President Harry Britt, a 
sponsor of the ordinance, that she would 
not be able to attend the Feb. Sth meeting, 
so Britt agreed to wait another week. 

If this story sounds familiar, it is. 
Vacancy control has been on the progres- 
sive legislative agenda since Art Agnos 
became mayor two years ago, and the 
formal process of drafting and introducing 
the legislation has been under way for 
close to a year. But the board is closely 
split on the issue, and a few tenant activists 
have been working with extreme care to 
craft a strategy that will lead to the magic 
number of six votes and the mayor’s 
signature. 

It’s been a lengthy and complex process, 
with some supervisors holding the measure 
hostage to their personal peeves, others 
ducking for cover under the assault of the 
landlord lobby and still others trying to 
escape from the legal mire oozing out of 
the City Attorney’s Office, which seems 
ready to do almost anything to prevent 
vacancy control from becoming law. 

At this point, some activists are ready to 
settle for a vote — even a losing vote — 
that would force the supervisors to take a 
firm, unequivocal stand on a major piece 
of tenant legislation in an election year. 
But the waiting continues. 

At issue is a cap on rent increases for 
vacant apartments. The current city rent 
control law, which allows only 4 per- 
cent annual increase in rents, does not 
cover buildings built after 1979, owner- 
occupied buildings with fewer than five 
units or vacant units. The proposed 
ordinance would limit rent increases on 
vacant units through a series of complex 
formulas applied over several years. 

Supporters of the proposal now before 
the board have called it a compromise 
measure, but landlords have lobbied hard 
against it. Absences on the Land Use Com- 
mittee have added delays, but the legisla- 
tion has finally made it to the full board. 

Britt aide Rick Ruvolo said none of the 
11 supervisors have announced plans to be 
absent Feb. 12th. The tenants can least 
afford any absences — an absent 
supervisor counts as a vote against the 
measure, and although supporters say they 
have the votes to pass the law, they admit 
their margin is razor-thin. Supervisors 
Britt, Nancy Walker, Angela Alioto and 
Doris Ward support the legislation. Jim 
Gonzalez, Bill Maher and Tom Hsieh 
oppose it. Wendy Nelder, who has sup- 
ported vacancy control in the past, has not 
indicated how she will vote. Neither has 
Willie Kennedy. 

Richard Hongisto and Terence Hallinan 
must abstain from voting due to a city 
attorney’s opinion on conflict-of-interest 
regulations. 


Political consultant Jack Davis, who has 
spearheaded the landlord effort to block 
vacancy control, has repeatedly threatened 
to seek a referendum in November if the 
current proposal passes. 

Davis has made the same threat when- 
ever vacancy control has moved close to 
passage. But he may have trouble deliver- 
ing on such a threat this time around. Last 
November, he ran two ballot-proposition 
campaigns for the real estate industry, 
Propositions Q and R, and despite spend- 


ing more than $1.5 million, both 
propositions lost by 2-to-1 margins. 

Mitchell Omerberg of the Affordable 
Housing Alliance, which has been on the 
front lines of the pro-vacancy-control 
fight, wondered if Davis would be able to 
muster sufficient support for the referen- 
dum. “‘How much longer are the landlords 
going to be willing to give Davis money 
when he loses like that?’’ he asked. 

Omerberg also said the Feb. 12th vote 
would say a lot about each supervisor. 
“The integrity of the board is at stake on 
this issue,’’ he said. ‘‘Support of vacancy 
control has been the cornerstone of a 
majority of their campaigns. 


Who will Britt endorse? 


TWO PROMINENT lesbians, Carol 
Migden and Roberta Achtenberg, are can- 
didates for the Board of Supervisors this 
November, and Britt’s endorsement in the 
race has been of considerable interest to 
the gay community of late. 

Britt has already endorsed Migden, but 
has made no announcement concerning 
Achtenberg. When asked about the possi- 
ble second endorsement, Britt staffer Rick 
Ruvolo would only say Britt was still 
considering the matter. 

But Ruvolo also said that Britt, as board 
president, had some responsibility to en- 
dorse his fellow board members who were 
up for re-election. Which leads one to 
wonder: Might Britt actually endorse Bill 
Maher, the man who just a short time ago 
was his arch-enemy? Don’t count it out: 
“‘Supervisor Maher and Britt have been 
speaking a lot lately,’’ Ruvolo said. 

Some insiders say that Mayor Agnos can 
take part of the credit for bringing even 
bitter enemies on the board together of 
late. Agnos’s governing style has angered 
many of the supervisors to the point where 
old foes are now kissing and making up — 
if only to present a unified front 


Supervisor John Keker? 


A POPULAR topic among political types 
and other gossips is the question of whom 
Agnos would tap should a vacancy open 
on the 11-member board. 

Such vacancies arise occasionally, and at 
least one supervisor is rumored to have 
spoken to Agnos in the past few months 
about stepping down. Dick Hongisto, who 
is running for assessor in June, could re- 
sign after the election (although he 
wouldn’t take office until January), allow- 
ing Agnos to appoint someone who would 
then run this fall as an incumbent. 
Hongisto has not announced his inten- 
tions. Two names pop up consistently as 
possible appointees. One is Roberta 
Achtenberg. The other is Police 
Commissioner John Keker. Keker’s name 
has come up on a number of occasions, 
and from places that make me think he 
could be the lead candidate. Keker has 
quite a resume — among other things, he’s 
the man who prosecuted Oliver North — 
but he’s hardly been a fixture in the local 
political community. He’s also a white 
man. If Agnos likes him, none of that 
could matter in the Mayor’s Office — but 
it will make a lot of people very, very 
angry outside room 200, City Hall.

KQED and the ‘Agnos ultimatum’ 


By Laura Fraser 


First Amendment rights last week when Art Agnos 

asked the public television station to stop broadcasting 
Monitor Radio, which has a history of anti-gay discrimina- 
tion, unless it adopts a new policy protecting gays’ civil 
rights. 

The mayor told the KQED board that he wouldn’t ap- 
prove a $15-million bond to finance KQED’s new building 
unless the station dropped the broadcast service, which is run 
by the Christian Science Monitor. If the city doesn’t ap- 
prove the tax-exempt bonds, which are being floated by the 
city of Alameda, KQED will have to get a private bank loan 
for the building, at an additional cost of between $4 million 
and $5 million (see story, page 8). 

It might seem that KQED would come to the conclusion 
on its own that a public broadcasting station in the city with 
the nation’s most progressive attitudes and policies toward 
gays ought to avoid doing business with companies that dis- 
criminate against gays. In fact, local gay activists have been 
asking KQED to dump Monitor Radio for years. But KQED 
has refused. 

KQED has also refused, time and again, to heed the calls 
of a wide range of community activists who argue that the 
station provides scandalously little local programming and is 
arrogantly unwilling to be held accountable to the members 
and taxpayers who cough up more than $30 million a year to 
keep KQED in business. But suddenly, the Mayor’s Office 
has some leverage, something to use to force KQED to give 
something back to the public. 

“Tf KQED wants public support for its bonds, it should 
adhere to the higher standard of fairness that San Francisco 
embraces,’’ said Scott Shafer, the mayor’s press secretary. 
“The question the mayor put to the KQED board is, ‘How 
long are you willing to tolerate this policy of discrimination 
before you say enough is enough?’ ” 

KQED’s answer: We’ll tolerate it as long as we want to. In 
a meeting Jan. 25th, the board passed a resolution refusing 
the mayor’s request, although it directed KQED President 
Anthony Tiano and his staff to continue working with Moni- 
tor Radio to try to influence its policies on employment dis- 
crimination based on sexual orientation. 

But in the meantime, Tiano and the board waved a giant 
red herring under the noses of the San Francisco press: First 
Amendment rights. 

As Joanne Sutro, a spokesperson for KQED, put it, the 
board refused the mayor’s request because, ‘‘They would 
not sacrifice our journalistic integrity.”’ 


Ke: ACCUSED the Mayor’s Office of violating its 


attention of the local dailies. Ina front-page story in the 

Examiner, Larry Maatz presented a one-sided account 
of the ‘“‘Agnos ultimatum,’’ splashing KQED quotes 
throughout the piece without ever once quoting the Mayor’s 
Office or expressing its point of view. 

The Radio Television News Directors Association also swal- 
lowed the herring, sending a letter to Agnos resolving, “‘It is to- 
tally unacceptable for a government agency to attempt to cen- 
sor the programming of a radio or television station.” 

Hard to argue with that position — but it’s not the real 
issue. Broadcasters have always been subject to certain types 
of government regulation, certain (limited) programming re- 
quirements. Broadcasters use a limited public resource — the 
airwaves, which have only a small number of usable frequen- 
cies. In exchange, they are supposed to be accountable (on a 
limited basis) to the public. KQED, as a public TV station, 
has an even stronger mandate to uphold the public interest. 
The station not only gets a license to use the public airwaves, 
it is exempt from paying taxes and has the right to borrow 
money at dirt-cheap rates through tax-exempt bonds. 


Te: FIRST-Amendment defense drew the favorable 


The mayor’s refusal to approve a tax-free bond on the 
basis of past discriminatory policies doesn’t amount to cen- 
sorship. It amounts to the protection of the public interest. 
The city is under no obligation to give KQED its approval to 
renovate a building tax-free here if it doesn’t play by the city’s 
civil rights policies. 

Community programming also came up in the series of 
secret negotiations between KQED and the Mayor’s Office, 
but that fact didn’t receive any press coverage. It should 
have. Agnos and KQED discussed the minimum number of 
hours of public affairs programming KQED would produce 
per year, Shafer said. The Mayor’s Office originally 
suggested 52 hours, and KQED bargained that down to 37. 

KQED says the number of hours was ‘‘never a matter of 
negotiation,”’ and that the station had planned 37 hours all 
along. The Mayor’s Office disputes that, and in fact, in a 
memo to Agnos dated Jan. 26th, Tiano indicates that there 
was some discussion of the issue in writing, “‘In re- 
sponse to your specific request, we anticipate producing a 
minimum of 37 hours of airtime for public affairs broad- 
casting in Fiscal Year 1990.” 

But since the negotiations were all conducted in secret, 
there is no way to know for sure exactly what happened. 


over public affairs programming. According to Larry 

Hall of the California Broadcasting Forum, 12 years 
ago KQED produced approximately 1,800 hours of public- 
affairs programming per year. Thirty-seven hours is nothing. 
Fifty-two hours is nothing. 

Given his leverage, and given the recent flak over KQED’s 
aborted plan to commercialize its station KQEC, it seems the 
mayor might have pressured KQED for even more public- 
affairs programming. 

Had the mayor been more forceful on that point, KQED 
might not have so successfully planted its First Amendment 
red herring in the press. Had the Mayor’s Office sought more 
vocal, organized support from public-interest activists 
against KQED, it would have strengthened its position on 
public-affairs programming. 

Several years ago, some public-television activists sug- 
gested that public-interest groups in the city get together and 
apply for KQED’s license for Channel 32. Without enough 
organization, that didn’t happen, partly because no one 
believed that the FCC would ever pull KQED’s license for 
KQEC. They did pull the license, and while the decision is still 
under appeal, it looks like it may stick. But if the license falls, it 
will likely go to a group of out-of-towners who are not as 
familiar with San Francisco’s community needs as local 
activists are. Perhaps it’s time for a coalition of San 
Francisco public-interest groups to apply for KQED’s license 
for Channel 9.

BY THE WAY: KQED’s proposed deal with KRON to turn 
public station KQEC into a 24-hour commercial news station

The deal fell through for reasons having to do with messy 
negotiations that neither side will specify. But KQED has 
said that it’s going to continue to look for another commer- 
cial partner to go ahead with the deal. 

In the meantime, Supervisor Richard Hongisto has called 
for hearings on the matter before the Human Services Com- 
mittee. The hearings will take place on Feb. 13th at 2 pm at 
City Hall. Hongisto’s aide, T.J. Anthony, says the hearing 
will provide a public forum on KQEC, to assess the potential 
of losing the station to the private sector and to give the 
public’s feedback to the FCC. Anthony added, ‘‘KQEC is 
vital to the viewing public. There are many possibilities for 
enhancing it, and there are a variety of interests that believe 
public TV stations are forums for presenting diverse cultures 
that otherwise aren’t portrayed on the major TV stations.”

AIDS conference: The boycott dilemma

F RIC ROFES, executive director of the Shanti Project, 





says he’s going to miss more than the fancy parties at 
June’s worldwide AIDS conference scheduled for San 
Francisco. 

He’ll also lose out on the once-a-year opportunity to dis- 
cover fresh ideas that would help his AIDS support agency in 
its fight against the epidemic. 

The reason? Shanti’s board of directors decided last week 
that the widely-known service group will join a growing 
boycott of the Sixth International AIDS Conference because 
of U.S. restrictions on foreign travelers with HIV, the virus 
that causes AIDS. Other boycotters include the international 
Red Cross societies and at least a dozen U.S. and European 
AIDS activist groups. 

The result? It seems quite possible that U.S. immigration 
policy could dominate a $5 million conference that was 
dedicated not only to vital AIDS medical and research dis- 
coveries, but community and policy issues as well. That’s an 
eventuality that nobody, not the conference organizers, the 
boycotters or even some parts of the U.S. goverment, really 
wants — and nobody seems to know how to stop. 

“This threatens to be the issue that causes major 
demonstrations outside the conference and potential disrup- 
tions inside that would prevent the exchange of information 
the conference is intended to assure,’’ said Dana Van Gorder, 
conference spokesman. 

Meanwhile, jittery conference organizers are increasingly 
turning their attention to security, Van Gorder said. They’re 
worried that demonstrators’ ranks will be swelled by some of 
the hundreds of thousands of gay visitors who will be in the 
city that week to attend the annual Lesbian/Gay Freedom 
Day parade. 

Van Gorder added that organizers will soon hire a ‘‘security 
consultant’’ to advise them on beefing up security measures. 

They also plan to restrict unauthorized entry to the 
meetings with “‘better badges than they had at (last year’s) 
Montreal conference,’’ Van Gorder said. At that gathering 
protesters gained access by color-photocopying badges. 
They disrupted the conference’s opening session and 
numerous other sessions with vocal protests. 

Even if the June conference is able to function, Van Gorder 
said he fears that its public-policy discussions may fall on ab- 
sent ears. Many of the groups that pushed the conference to

address issues such HIV testing and access to health care may 
be at home. 

Organizers estimate that as many as 3,000 of the con- 
ference’s expected 12,000 participants may drop out of the 
Moscone Center meetings. 

“It’s an irony now that these groups may decline to parti- 
cipate and this conference may be nothing more than a 
meeting of researchers, scientists and test-tube nerds,’’ 
Van Gorder said. 

Still, most conference organizers, treading a political 
minefield, seem loath to criticize the boycotters. In a state- 
ment, conference co-chair John Zeigler said he ‘‘regrets that 


the Shanti Project has been forced by mistaken U.S. policy 
to withdraw.” 

Rofes, too, seems to be playing Mr. Nice Guy. He said, 
“‘We’re not fighting (the conference), not picketing it. We’re 
simply saying this (U.S. policy) is unethical and we’re just 
pulling out.’’ He said that in withdrawing his group was 
simply taking the only ethical stance it could. 

This saga began in 1987 when Senator Jesse Helms 
(R-North Carolina) sponsored legislation to add HIV to the 
list of contagious diseases that the government uses to keep 
visitors with those diseases from entering the country. 

Opponents of the law argued that it made no medical sense 
to add HIV to the list, since transmission of the AIDS virus is 
relatively difficult. But Congress passed the legislation and 
President Reagan signed it into law. 

In response to conference organizers’ lobbying and inter- 
national protests, the feds, during the last few months, have 
eased the travel-restriction policy. But AIDS activists insist 
all the HIV-related travel limitations be eliminated. : 
Only Congress can undo the mess, and most people agree 
there’s not much chance it will act before the June conference. 

That leaves AIDS workers arguing among themselves over 
whose political strategy can untie this Gordian knot. 

Boycotters like Rofes insist that the boycott has already 
brought some changes to the U.S. policy and that, by bring- 
ing more pressure to bear, it may force the feds to give way. 

But conference supporters argue that the boycotters are 
picking on the wrong target. 

Pierre Luddington, a member of the conference organiz- 
ing committee, said ‘‘the conference is not the target. The 
target is the U.S. Congress and Jesse Helms.”’ 

Luddington said that if AIDS groups are really serious 
about overturning the law, they should start a nationwide 
lobbying effort similiar to the pressure campaign waged suc- 
cessfully by the elderly to remove increased medicare 
coverage payments. ‘‘There’s a model for this,’’ he argued. 

Who’s right? It’s tough to say. It would be a shame if the 
conference fell apart, but the boycotters seem to have the 
moral high ground. It’s a no-win situation — the kind that 
comes up when well-intentioned people clash over tactics in 
an era of repressive and insensitive federal policies. 


THE ART OF POLITICAL GRAVE ROBBING: 

If you like your politics mixed liberally with some theater 
of the absurd, then you should have been at Carole Migden’s 
supervisorial kickoff party Jan. 24th. 

The event was a lot like Migden’s pre-campaign: 
Meticulously organized, smoothly executed, packed with 
political heavyweights — and largely lacking in substance. 

True to my colleague Jim Balderston’s prediction, the party 
was a freeloader’s delight: free eats, endless bottles of wine 
and a crush of some 300 political hacks, many of whom hate 
each others’ guts. 

The lesbian candidate of the hour had planted herself at 
the entrance way to the cavernous room at Fort Mason. It 
was impossible to get inside without receiving a greeting from 
Migden that was so unreal it might have scared playwright 
David Mamet’s real estate salesmen. 

There was, of course, the usual feeding frenzy around the 
buffet. Nearby, Supervisor Terence Hallinan was telling on- 
lookers a story about one of his kids that I never quite got, but 
it ended with the line ‘‘so my son said, ‘Dad, I’m immortal.’”’ 

Former Governor Jerry Brown was there too. Dressed ina 
double-breasted black wool suit, he looked like a new-age 
mortician. 

Across the room, Roberta Achtenbérg, the other 
lesbian supervisorial candidate, was putting in a painful ap- 
pearance with a smile plastered so tight across her face it 
looked like rigor mortis had set in. 

But the real weirdness didn’t begin until supervisor Harry 
Britt walked up to the speaker’s platform to give the 
obligatory introductory remarks. 

Before you could say ‘‘dead men don’t make en- 
dorsements,’’ Britt was up to his usual ghoulish trick, invok- 
ing the name of his martyred predecessor, assassinated gay 
supervisor Harvey Milk. Britt’s handlers taught him this trick 
the first time he ran for office, and he’s used it successfully in 
almost every campaign he’s been involved in since. 

He quickly enveloped Migden in Milk’s moldy shroud. 
According to Britt, ‘‘the Harvey Milk spirit of the 1970s is 
about to find a very special leader’’ in Migden. 

Though it doesn’t seem possible that Brown could top 
Britt’s performance, in no time flat the former governor had 
his listeners flying through the ether. 

Brown was working on some complicated riff about the 
importance of grassroots democracy when he stopped every- 
one dead in their tracks — and I do mean dead — as he ex- 
plained: “‘That’s why the guy in Rumania ended up with a 
bullet in his head, because he didn’t listen to the grassroots.” 

It’s going to be a long campaign year.

Gunning for 





the insurance bandits 


Attorney Ray Bourhis wants to bring a little old-fashioned law and order 
to an industry he says is “very rich and totally out of control”

AY BOURHIS was visiting 

an insurance company’s 

headquarters not long ago 

when a secretary waved him 

over. ‘‘I think you left some- 
thing in that room,”’ she said, pointing 
to a nearby doorway. 

Bourhis, a San Francisco attorney 
who represents consumers in lawsuits 
against insurance companies, was 
wandering around during a break from 
taking depositions. He assured the 
secretary he had never been in the room 
she indicated. ‘‘Yes, you were,”’ she in- 
sisted. ‘‘Go in there and find it.’’ 

What Bourhis found was a 
blackboard covered with a diagram of 
the company’s organizational struc- 
ture, including dozens of holding com- 
panies and subsidiaries from Hong 
Kong to the Netherlands. ‘It was like a 
Rube Goldberg joke,”’ he says. ‘‘It had 
arrows going every which way.”’ 

Insurance companies’ financial 
statements are available from the 
California Department of Insurance, 
but they don’t reflect interlocking cor- 
porations or assets shielded from taxes 
in places like Luxembourg, the 
Netherland Antilles and the island of 
Jersey off the English coast. 

“It’s absolutely mind-boggling. The 
reason they have 100,000 lawyers in 
California,’’ he says, only sofmewhat 
facetiously, ‘‘is because 80,000 of them 

are needed to help insurance companies 
keep track of all their holdings.”’ 

Dozens of similarly striking ex- 


periences over the course of his 17-year 
career have given Bourhis an almost 
unparalleled knowledge of the in- 
surance system in California — a 
system so complicated and illogical that 
Bourhis says he gives his employees 
copies of Alice in Wonderland so they 
know what they’re up against. 

Now he wants to parlay that knowl- 
edge into a position as California’s first 
elected insurance commissioner. 

He filed a notice of intent last 
November, the first step toward raising 
the $3 million he estimates will be 
needed to win the statewide election 


this November. More than half that 


money, he says, will be needed to win 
the June Democratic primary. 

By his own count, Bourhis has filed 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of in- 
surance cases, and recovered tens of 
millions of dollars on behalf of con- 
sumers. ‘‘We’ve won all but one case 
we’ve ever filed,’’ he said. 

He has also taken hundreds of 
depositions from insurance company 
employees, including top executives of 
such major firms as Aetna, Allstate, 
State Farm, New York Life, Mutual of 
Omaha and Firemen’s Fund. 

And last year, he got a good look in- 
side the California Department of In- 
surance when he deposed three top de- 
partment officials as part of a class- 
action lawsuit he and other attorneys 
filed against the department and In- 
surance Commissioner Roxani 
Gillespie (see sidebar, this page). 

That lawsuit turned up some shock- 
ing information: Although the depart- 


ment received approximately 53,000 
written complaints in 1988 — 38 to 80 
percent of which were valid according 
to department officials — the depart- 
ment conducted no proceedings 
against major companies. 

Bourhis argued that Gillespie was 
violating a provision of the state In- 
surance Code that requires the depart- 
ment to hold hearings when it has 
reason to believe the code has been 
violated. ‘‘We haven’t asked for any 
money,” Bourhis says, ‘‘We just want 
Gillespie to do her job.”’ 

Gillespie has charged that the suit is 
politically motivated, that Bourhis is 
more interested in doing her job for 
her. ‘‘I suppose in one sense it’s true’ 
that the campaign and the lawsuit are 
related, he says. ‘‘What I’m saying in 
both is that we’re dealing with a corrupt 
and out-of-control industry.’’ 


OURHIS MAINTAINS that 

“none of the other candi- 

dates for this office are qual- 

ified’’ because none of them 

have his experience with in- 

surance laws and insurance companies. 

He says an insurance commissioner 

needs to be an insurance lawyer, for 

many of the same reasons the attorney 

general needs to be a lawyer. ‘‘The in- 

surance commissioner in this state 

should be a special prosecutor, and 

needs to know insurance law backward 
and forward,’’ he says. 

Only an aggressive special pro- 

secutor, he says, can force insurers to 

stop cheating consumers, because 


many of the companies are so big and 
intractable. ‘‘International insurance 
companies are bigger than many na- 
tional governments in the world,’’ he 
says, ‘‘and they never die. At least you 
can have a revolution in East Germany 
or an election in America to change 
policy, but you can’t do that with an in- 
surance company.”’ 

Most of his Democratic opponents, 
however, are politicians, and relative 
newcomers to the insurance field. 
Three either hold or have run for 
political offices unrelated to insurance. 
Bill Press, a Los Angeles television 
commentator, ran for Alan Cranston’s 
senatorial seat in 1988. Conway Collis 
is a member of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion. Michael Blanco is on the Alham- 
bra City Council. 

Only Walter Zelman, director of 
California Common Cause, is not a 
politician. Zelman has impeccable 
credentials as a consumer advocate, 
but Bourhis argues that he is too much 
of a generalist — someone who might 
work on nursing-home reform one 
week and legislative ethics the next. 

“The California Insurance Code 
and California insurance policies are 
very complicated,’’ he says. ‘‘The in- 
sanely rich insurance industry is totally 
out of control. It ignores the law, exag- 
gerates losses, lies about its profits and 
is totally insulated from answering to 
anybody for its wrongdoings. 

“You don’t send a Cub Scout after 
the Hillside Strangler.’’

F BOURHIS IS courteously 
critical of the other Democratic 
candidates for insurance commis- 
sioner, he is downright venomous 
about Republicans. 

“The Republicans, through their ap- 
pointments, brought us to this place,”’ 
he says. ‘‘They’ve always been the par- 
ty of big business. They couldn’t give a 
damn about consumers.”’ 

His venom is not reserved for 
Gillespie and her underlings at the 
Department of Insurance. Just as bad 
as Gillespie’s apathy toward enforcing 
the Insurance Code, in his eyes, is an 
August 1988 decision by the state 
Supreme Court, which is controlled by 
Republican appointees. 


In that case, Moradi-Shalal vs. Fire- 


man’s Fund Insurance Companies, the 
court ruled that consumers are not enti- 
tled to file a ‘‘bad faith’’ lawsuit against 
another policyholder’s insurance com- 
pany in cases in which the company 
violates Insurance Code requirements 
for a fair and prompt settlement. 

“People cheated by insurance com- 
panies can’t sue them — and that’s the 
decision,’’ Bourhis said. 

He offers a hypothetical situation to 
show how insurance companies can 
use the Supreme Court’s ruling to 
their advantage: 

A kid could be struck by a drunk 
driver while crossing the street and be 
paralyzed for life. If the insurance com- 
pany that issued the driver’s $1 million 
policy refuses to settle, the parents 
would have to spend thousands of dol- 
lars on attorneys to go after an in- 
surance company with billions of dol- 
lars in assets. If the case goes to court, 
they would have to hire economics ex- 
perts, reconstruction experts and more, 
driving the family into the poor house. 

“After seven years of litigation,” 
Bourhis says, ‘‘after tripling and quad- 
rupling its million dollars, the insurance 
company could then say, “We will offer 
you the million dollars.’ ’’ And the 
family would not be able to sue. 

Bourhis calls the Moradi-Shalal deci- 
sion ‘‘the most incredible assault on the 
people of this state that I’ve ever seen. 
It makes a mockery out of the rights of 
individuals and fairness and justice for 
people. No other California Supreme 
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Court in the last 25 years would have al- 
lowed that decision.”’ 


NSURANCE COMPANIES fre- 
quently violate their legal obliga- 
tion to operate in good faith, he 
says, and do so with impunity. 
In one case, Bourhis represented 
a women whose face had been crushed 
in an accident. Her medical bills totaled 
more than $150,000, but her insurance 
company disallowed $26,000 of her 
claim. 

She didn’t sue then. Instead, she and 
her boyfriend put as many medical bills 
as they could on their credit cards. It 
wasn’t until the insurance company sent 
her notice that it had reduced her life- 
time maximum from $1 million to 
$100,000 that she began to look for a 
lawyer. 

Since she had already collected more 
than her new lifetime maximum, she 
was now paying on a useless policy that 
wouldn’t even cover follow-up costs re- 
lated to her original injury, much less 
anything new that befell her. It was, 
Bourhis says, a tactic to make her can- 
cel her policy. 

When taking depositions at the in- 
surance company’s Los Angeles of- 
fices, Bourhis discovered that the com- 
pany forwarded all medical claims to a 
consulting firm in Salt Lake City, Utah. 
The consulting firm analyzed the 
claims using various charts, diagrams 
and manuals. Its staff rarely if ever con- 
sulted the patients or their doctors or 
the hospitals that treated them. 

If the consulting firm’s estimate of 
the reasonable cost came back higher 
than the claim, the insurance company. 
paid only the amount of the claim. If 
the estimate came back lower than the 
claim, it paid only the consultant’s 
estimate. 

Bourhis discovered that the esti- 
mates from Salt Lake City were, on 
average, 25 percent lower than the ac- 
tual claims. ‘‘What they’re saying is 
that every doctor averages 25 percent 
above what is reasonable, which is of 
course, by definition, bullshit,’’ he 
says. ‘‘But they save 25 percent on 
every claim. Tell me where else you can 
put your money and make 25 percent.”” 

Bourhis says all the major insurance 
companies in California know his 
name. Once the insurer learned he had 
entered that case, it offered to 
settle. When he began taking deposi- 
tions, it upped the offer. Eventually, 


the company offered Bourhis’s client 
restoration of the $1 million policy 
limit, full payment of the claim and ‘‘a 
huge amount above that.” 

As a condition to the settlement, the 
insurance company required that 
Bourhis never reveal the company’s 
name or the amount of the settlement. 
And it added one more stipulation: 
Bourhis, who now knew too much 
about how the company worked, had 
to agree never to take another case 
against the company. In return, the 
company promised to change the way it 
evaluated claims — but it would not 
put that promise in writing. 

Bourhis could not ethically refuse 
the offer. Doing so would be putting his 
interests before those of his client. 

“In every case I’ve ever handled ex- 
cept one,” he says, “‘the insurance 
company has required a confidentiality _ 
agreement. The consumers never re-_ 
quest confidentiality. The only people 
who want confidentiality are the people 
who have something to hide.”” 


EVENTEEN YEARS of 

fighting such battles against 

insurance companies have 

served Bourhis well. At the 

youthful age of 47, he leads a 
comfortable existence. He lives with his 
wife and daughter in a home in Marin 
and is a partner in his own law firm, 
Bourhis & Hamilton. 

In his office on Battery Street, the 
walls are adorned with photographs of 
sailboats, trips abroad and a Ferrari 
purchased as an investment. He readily 
admits that at $95,052 a year, the job of 
insurance commissioner is a big finan- 
cial step down. 

Why would he want the job? “‘I 
think that goes back to why I went to 
law school in the first place,’’ he says. 

The answer lies in another photo- 
graph on his office wall — a picture of 
Bourhis, former football player Rosie 
Greer and Robert Kennedy. The pho- 
tograph was taken aboard Kennedy’s 
plane during the 1968 presidential bid 
that ended tragically in Los Angeles’s 
Ambassador Hotel. 

Bourhis’s connection to Kennedy 
goes back to 1967, when he was teach- 
ing in Appalachia. He had an idea for 
how to keep poor students active and 
out of trouble during the summers — 
sort of an exchange program in which

Record numbers of foreign journalists and outside observers have flooded into Nicaragua 
to watch the drama of the Feb. 25th election. But the real stars of the show — 
the voters — are still waiting in the wings

F, AS HAS often been suggested, 
all politics is theater, Nicaragua has 
a hit on its hands. There isn’t a seat 
to be had in the house — or a hotel 
bed, rental car, airplane reserya- 
tion or telephone line — until after the 
show closes on Feb. 25th, election day. 

“Official’’ election observers have 
the choice seats. The most immediately 
visible are the two largest groups, from 
the United Nations and the Organiza- 
tion of American States: They cruise 
around in air-conditioned four-wheel- 
drive vehicles. Then come the ‘‘of- 
ficials’’ who fly in for a few days, like 
the Jimmy Carter crowd, American 
politicians accompanied by aides in 
“Carter Center’’ T-shirts. 

Twenty-four other observer groups 
from eleven countries have been of- 
ficially invited. And then there are the 
typical self-invited (but, since they all 
need visas to get here, obviously wel- 
come) delegations: This week’s crop in- 
cluded elected officials from the Seattle 
area, Costa Rican high-school 
students, newly elected Polish and 
Hungarian legislators and Boston 
academics. 

It all adds up to ‘‘the most covered 
election in history,”’ says Dr. Mariano 
Fiallos, head of Nicaragua’s bi- 
partisan Supreme Electoral Council, 
which is running the election. Should 
there be the slightest irregularity, Dr. 
Fiallos notes, ‘‘you’ll hear about it, 
even if you’re in Antarctica.”’ 

Those who will tell Antarctica and 
points nearer about the election are 
beginning to flood in as well. Many of 
the vast school of media folk are 
already here, treading water. The big 
sharks — the U.S. television networks 
— have yet to make their huge splash, 
however. When they do, will they be in 
their torpid mode and do laps around 
the hotel pool, interviewing Bianca 
Jagger? Or will they be programmed by 
Washington into a feeding frenzy, 
seeking unfairness and fraud by any 
means necessary? 

We'll soon know about that. But 
whatever pose the big guys assume, one 


can hardly wait to see the looks on the 
network crews’ faces when they find 
out that Nicaragua has exactly 90 tele- 
phone lines available for calls to the 
United States — and about 2,000 re- 
porters, producers, editors and atten- 
dant folk trying to call home on them 
every day. It should be especially amus- 
ing to try to get the results out on elec- 
tion night. 

Meanwhile, that last element in any 
electoral theater, the voting public, is 
the subject of speculative polls giving 
all kinds of results. Ortega’s ahead by 
2- or 3-to-1, say the media that favor 
Ortega. Chamorro leads by eight to ten 
points, say the media that favor 
Chamorro. It’s a very close election 
and will be, up until election day, says 
New Mexico Representative Bill 
Richardson, chair of the House His- 
panic caucus, after spending two days 
in Nicaragua with the Carter crowd. 

And the campaign grinds on. The 
Sandinistas continue to criss-cross the 
country, ‘‘Daniel’’ marketing himself 
on horseback, giving speeches until his 
voice disappears. His running mate, 
lawyer and novelist Vice President 
Sergio Ramirez, cuts an even less likely 
figure on the steeds he rides through the 
TV news and the pages of the San- 
dinista press. Though he, too, draws 
large crowds. 

As for the U.S.-funded UNO coali- 
tion, its ailing presidential hopeful, 
Violetta Chamorro, bravely and ob- 
viously painfully, navigates her way 
through smaller but equally adoring 
crowds once or twice a week, being 
moved in a wheelchair from a small 
pickup to a large flatbed truck to make 
her ever more spontaneous speeches 
equating the Sandinista’s with Somoza, 
totalitarianism, economic ruin and the 
death of children. 

Obviously it wouldn’t be a semi- 
modern electoral play in this semi- 
modern state without a home audience. 
“Elections: 90”’ is an hour-long, prime- 
time show featuring seemingly ran- 
domly grouped candidates from Ni- 
caragua’s 21 political parties. You 
haven’t really experienced the theater 
of politics here, for example, until 
you’ve sat through an hour-long con- 


frontation between Chnstian Demo- 
crat and dissident Trotskyite party 
representatives vying to condemn the 
left — or right — deviationism of the 
Sandinistas. 

There’s a growing sense of normalcy 
about all this, even a feeling that the 
electoral process may have peaked. 
And that its final weeks are merely a 
predictable reprise of the opening act, 
three months ago. 

In Managua, the Sandinistas’ exten- 
sive (and very skillful) wall paintings 
are beginning to fade, or to be covered 
with graffiti. The hundreds of plastic 
red-and-black flags hung for neighbor- 
hood rallies are torn down and wadded 
up into non-degradable junk by the hot, 
dusty winds that blow all day through 
Managua. Herds of scrofulous pigs then 
sniff through them, or Managua’s 
strange gangs of seemingly wild cows 
tread them underfoot. 

People, except while attending cam- 
paign rallies, seem somewhat stoic, if 
not apathetic, about the whole show. 
You can get just about anyone into a 
conversation about politics, but most 
people preface their opinions with ‘‘I 
really don’t know anything about 
politics.’’ 

The marketing of Daniel as part cow- 
boy, part generalissimo, part humor- 
less mystic has succeeded in making 
people think they know him and 
respect what they know. But that feel- 
ing is at war in a lot of cases with peo- 
ple’s perception of their own sad eco- 
nomic condition, and their country’s. 

To go from a neighborhood where 
there’s been a campaign rally recently, 
or there’s about to be one, to another 
neighborhood, is revealing. Almost no 
one has a campaign sign in their home 
windows (in those homes fortunate 
enough to have windows). The few 
spontaneous slogans painted on houses 
seem left over from past campaigns; the 
tenth anniversary celebration last July, 
the 1984 elections, even the uprising 
against Somoza’s dictatorship that 
ended in 1979. UNO operates mostly 
through graffiti; aside from Dona 
Violetta’s house and UNO’s central 
headquarters near the baseball stadium, 
there is no visible manifestation that her

campaign budget has a graphic arts item 
for anything but spray paint. 

In the all-important T-shirt-and- 
baseball-cap element of electoral cos- 
tuming, the Sandinistas have another 
big advantage. UNO shirts exist, but 
seem to be worn only at UNO rallies. 
The Sandinistas, on the other hand, 
have four main styles and four colors, 
all with their ubiquitous, vapid cam- 
paign slogan, ‘‘Jodo Sera Mejor!’’ 
(‘Everything will be better.’’), promi- 
nently displayed. Here again, however, 
it’s hard to judge if the walking bill- 
boards reflect anything about the elec- 
torate other than the Sandinistas’ abili- 
ty to organize their own militants. 

Of these, however, there are plenty. 
A party member who’s been involved 
for 15 years says there are now 40,000 
full members, militants authorized to 
wear the party badge, after long ap- 
prenticeships. Members pay monthly 
dues and, whatever their profession, 
donate long hours of extra work each 
week. One of every 50 adults is a dues- 
paying party member, and the ap- 
paratus is organized down to the neigh- 
borhood level, now sporting a cam- 
paign headquarters every few blocks. It 
is clear that the opposition, even with 
U.S. support, faces a formidable task. 

Confidence in that organizational 
base is probably one reason why, 


among the Sandinistas, there seems to 
be a consensus that the Feb. 25th elec- 
tion is a very good thing. It provides an 
opportunity to legitimize their govern- 
ment and, on that basis, solicit develop- 
ment capital, rather than subsistence 
aid, from such countries as Spain, 
France, Venezuela and Germany. In 
those countries, governing parties 
belong to groups affiliated with politi- 
cal tendencies now developing as par- 
ties in Nicaragua. ..or, in the case of 
the Socialist Internatioinal, with the 
Sandinistas themselves. 

Some Sandinista rhetoricians are 
referring to this campaign as “‘the elec- 
tion offensive,”” a final maneuver to 
consolidate Sandinista power in the 
long war that began in the effort to 
overthrow Somoza. To win this war, 
the government has made some tactical 
concessions — notably accepting U.S. 
funds to support the opposition cam- 
paign — that, to some, may have un- 
pleasant echoes of traditional Latin 
American subservience to the Monroe 
Doctrine. But to the Sandinistas, the 
concessions are just a part of what is 
needed to win in the long run. 

Meanwhile, the most important 
players — the Nicaraguan voters — are 
keeping largely away from the pre-elec- 
tion limelite. They seem to be waiting 
until Feb. 2Sthtotakecenterstage. Mf

poor students would be sent to other 
impoverished areas to work in com- 
munity projects while seeing other parts 
of the country. 

He wrote a letter to Kennedy, who, 
much to Bourhis’s surprise, responded 
enthusiastically. The plan never got off 
the ground, but a year later, Bourhis 
was traveling around the country as 
part of Kennedy’s campaign team. 

Kennedy’s integrity impressed 
Bourhis. Although his brother, John 
Kennedy, had been elected president 
with lots of money from the Teamsters 
Union, Robert Kennedy used his posi- 
tion as attorney general to go after 
Jimmy Hoffa and organized crime’s 
stranglehold on the union. And RFK 
sent troops into the South to carry out 
desegregation even though brother 
JFK had been elected with the South’s 
Electoral College votes.. 

Of Robert Kennedy, Bourhis says, 
“‘He was the epitome of what it meant 
to use the law to help people.”’ 

Following the 1968 assassination, 
Bourhis took a VISTA job working 
with farmworkers in the southern 
Santa Clara Valley. 

He entered Boalt Hall, the law 
school of the University of California 
at Berkeley, and while there, helped 
organize a campaign to start the Cali- 
fornia Public Interest Research Group, 
a student-funded, West Coast affiliate of 
Ralph Nader’s Public Interest Re- 
search Group. 

The students, faculty and university 
administration overwhelmingly ap- 
proved a plan to finance the group with 
mandatory student fees, but the ar- 
rangement was nixed by Ronald 
Reagan and his Republican cronies on 
the Board of Regents. 

Cal PIRG currently exists, but 
student funding is voluntary. 

After graduation, Bourhis served as 
co-director of CalPIRG, then known 
as the Public Interest Law Center, then 
went into private practice in 1972. 

“T realized very quickly,”’ he says, 
“‘how the insurance companies cheated 
people.’’ But he adds, ‘‘It took years to 
develop an expertise. You don’t takea 
pill and wake up in the morning an in- 
surance expert.”” 


OURHIS MAKES no bones 
about where his loyalties will 
lie if he becomes insurance 
commissioner. Like most of 
the Democratic contenders, 
Bourhis supported Proposition 103, 
but says it doesn’t go far enough, 
doesn’t address other key areas, like 
health insurance. ‘‘What we’re talking 
about here goes way beyond auto and 
way beyond politics,”’ he says. 

“Prop 103, as far as the rate rollbacks 
are concerned,”’ he says, ‘“‘is failing. 
The insurance companies have success- 
fully used their armies of lawyers to 
create delays and more delays.’’ 

He says he would aggressively de- 
fend the measure against insurance 
companies in court. “‘I’ve beaten them 
before, 99.4 percent of the time, and 
T’ll beat them again, but why wait five 
years for that to happen? I’m not going 
to wait for all this baloney. The way to 
lower rates is to not allow the insurance 
companies to play by their own rules.”’ 

Bourhis advocates setting up groups 
of consumers to negotiate collectively 
for terms and rates with insurance com- 
panies, the same way large companies 
negotiate their own policies now. 

He also notes that the Insurance Code 
already included some provisions that 
Prop. 103 only strengthened — but 
these provisions weren’t being enforced. 
“There are provisions of the Insurance 
Code that make the kind of outrageous 
rate increases we’ve seen in recent years 
illegal,’’ he says. Gillespie could have 
held hearings on rate increases, ‘“‘she just 
never did it.’’ 

Finally, he says as insurance com- 





missioner he will save consumers 
money by guaranteeing it is no longer in 
insurance companies’ financial interest 
to gouge consumers. ‘‘We’re going to 
set up a team of special prosecutors. 
We're going to go after these people the 
way we go after drug dealers,’’ he says. 

Current fines, he says, are far too 
low, when they are levied at all. He says 
State Farm currently has more than $20 
billion in assets it doesn’t even know 
what to do with. Fining a company like 
that $100,000, he says, ‘‘is like fining 
someone $10 that doesn’t have a $100 
fishing license. It’s cheaper to get 
caught and pay the fine than to obey 
the vaw.”’ 

He also says that if he catches com- 
panies violating the law, he will sus- 
pend their right to sell insurance in 
California for a month or two. By en- 
forcing the law, he says, he can also 
return some dignity to the industry, 
noting that there are some good in- 
surance companies. Insurance execu- 
tives, he says, are forced to cheat cus- 
tomers in order to stay competitive with 
other companies. ‘‘If executives know 
they might get caught, and they might 
get hammered, they can honestly go to 
their board of directors and say, ‘If we 
don’t break the law it’s no longer going 
to put us at a disadvantage with our 
competition who do.’ ”’ 

He also says he can help insurance 
companies by investigating their allega- 
tions that unscrupulous attorneys are 
powering ‘‘personal injury mills’’ with 
false advertising and exaggerated 
claims. ‘‘If lever catch anybody doing 
that,’’ he says, ‘‘I’ll get on the State 
Bar with both feet. And I won’t stop 
until it pulls that person’s license to 
practice law.’’ 


UT BEFORE he can carry 
out any of his promises, he 
first must get elected — and 
that’s a complicated proposi- 
tion. Already, Bourhis’s ag- 
gressively enthusiastic personality and 
desire to be personally involved in every 
decision have cost him two capable 
campaign managers — Richie Ross and 
Paul Kinney. And he lacks Zelman’s 
name-recognition, Collis’s ties to Voter 
Revolt and Press’s campaign ex- 
perience and early endorsement by the 
California Democratic Clubs. 

Dick Rosengarten, publisher of 
Calpeek, a weekly newsletter of Cali- 
fornia politics, says the insurance com- 
missioner race has two tiers, with 
Zelman, Collis and Press in the first 
tier. ‘‘I would say that Bourhis and 
Blanco fall into the second tier. It’s stilla 
question mark about these two,” 
Rosengarten says. ‘‘If Bourhis can come 
up with the money, he’ll be a factor.”” 

Bourhis recently hired Jim Lottsfeldt, 
who has worked on gubernatorial and 
senatorial campaigns in Alaska, to 
manage his campaign. And he has 
begun to raise money. ‘‘The smallest 
contribution I’ve received so far is 
$500,’’ he says. 

But he admits he’s more interested in 
debating his opponents than raising the 
millions of dollars he’ll need to run an 
effective statewide campaign. At least 
one friend, he says, is mad at him 
because he has put off calling people on 
a list of possible donors and asking for 
contributions. 

He says people have told him, ‘You 
can go around and talk to little groups if 
you want to, but that’s not where it’s at, 
Ray. You’re wasting your money and 
you’re wasting your time unless you’re 
on television — and that takes millions 
of dollars.”” 

A final note: Bourhis called this 
reporter about a week after the initial in- 
terview to tell me he was going out of 
town and make sure I didn’t have any 
other questions. I asked him if he was 
making those fundraising calls. ‘“‘That’s 
what I’m going to be doing all 
morning,”’ he assured me. ‘‘I’ve got the 
list right here in front of me.

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INVADING CUBA 
BY AIRWAVE 


TV Marti, the U.S. government’ latest propaganda assault on Cuba, 
could set off a jamming war, affecting radio and TV broadcasting

N A MATTER of days, the U.S. 

government plans to inaugurate 

TV Marti, a station created solely 

for broadcast to Cuba. It will be 

run by the Voice of America, 

which has broadcast a similar radio sta- 

tion, Radio Marti, since 1985. Not only 

will it beam U.S. propaganda into 

Cuban homes, it will also preempt cur- 
rent Cuban programming. 

Cuban officials have already vowed 

to respond in kind, by overbroad- 

casting on U.S. AM radio stations, and 





as far away as California 


proved last December that they have 
the capability to do this. These over- 
broadcasts have reached as far west as 
Salt Lake City, and could potentially 
interfere with broadcasts in California 
and even Alaska. If the Cubans persist 
in such a program, it’s unlikely that the 
United States will fail to respond, and 
so, a diplomatic war of the airwaves 
may begin. 

TV Marti is scheduled to begin an ap- 
proximately 90-day test period in mid- 
February. It will consist of three hours 
of nightly programming, including 
news and entertainment, with more 


emphasis on entertainment at the start. 
This is because the news operation isn’t 
quite in place yet, according to the 
VOA. However, the Cubans will also 
find the entertainment more accep- 
table. They jam all news and public af- 
fairs programming on Radio Marti, for 
example, and allow the music and soap 
operas to be heard. 

Like Radio Marti, the basic message 
of TV Marti will be that capitalism is 
good and socialism is bad. If, addi- 
tionally, Fidel Castro ends up depicted 
with horns, that’s OK too. ‘‘TV Marti 
is necessary to provide information to 


the Cuban people that has been denied 
them for 30 years,’’ VOA spokes- 
person Mike Schoenfeld told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘Despite the changes in 
Eastern Europe, Fidel Castro refuses to 
change or let the people know what is 
going on. Cubans have been denied the 
chance to hear the truth.’ (Ironically, 
the Cuban media have been reporting 
the massive changes in the Soviet bloc.) 

TV Marti will be broadcast on a still- 
undisclosed VHF station — that is, chan- 
nels 2 through 13 (rumor has it that it 
will be on Channel 13). The problem is, 
all these channels are already assigned 
in Cuba, and TV Marti will preempt ex- 
isting programming. This would be like 
settling down in front of your tele- 
vision, turning on the nightly news and, 
instead of watching Dan Rather, find- 
ing yourself suddenly confronted with 
a Cuban newscast in English. Imagine 
what our government’s response would 
be should such an unlikely event occur. 

Cuban officials are enraged, and 
have vowed that, if the United States is 
an unwanted guest on Cuban air, they 
will respond in kind. They don’t have 
the budget for an operation such as TV 
Marti, but they do have powerful radio 
transmitters. In an interview with the 
Bay Guardian, Gary Gonzalez, vice 
president of the Cuban Institute of 
Radio and Television, said they will 
crank up the power and overbroadcast 
on AM frequencies in the United 
States. On Dec. 14th, Cuba demon- 
strated this capability, blowing U.S. 
stations off the air on three frequen- 
cies, as far north as Minneapolis and as 
far west as Salt Lake City. 

“Americans like our music,’’ 
Gonzalez said with a chuckle — but he 
also emphasized repeatedly that Cuba 
would never take the first step in any 
broadcast aggression. 

It’s not likely that the U.S. govern- 
ment will ignore a Cuban retaliatory 
response. Asked whether TV Marti 
might present a useful excuse for some 
U.S. action outside broadcasting, 
Schoenfeld indicated that a con- 
siderable amount of thinking has gone 
into this and it is not being treated 
lightly, ‘‘but anything is possible.’’ He 
also added, ‘‘When Radio Marti went 
on the air there were equally dire 
predictions, but Fidel Castro didn’t 
disrupt U.S. broadcasting on a large 
scale, as threatened. Their response 
didn’t match their bluster.’’ 

There is nothing else like TV Marti 
in the world, and for good reason: 
According to its critics, it violates all 
international agreements governing 
the use of the airwaves. There have 
been various treaties and negotiations 
on broadcasting under the auspices'of 
the United Nations, but the most im- 
portant regulatory document, accord- 
ing to the U.S.’s National Association 
of Broadcasters, is the International 
Telecommunications Convention, 
adopted in Nairobi in 1982. This 
agreement emphasizes the need for 
cooperation in maintaining sovereign- 
ty, since it is easy to trespass national 
borders via the airwaves. 

This concern is expressed through- 
out the agreement. Set forth in the pre- 
amble is ‘‘full recognition of the 
sovereign right of each country to reg- 
ulate its telecommunications, taking 
into consideration the growing impor- 
tance of telecommunications to safe- 
guard peace and economic and social 
development of every country.” 

Article 30 states: ‘‘In principle, ex- 
cept in frequencies between 3900 to 
4000kHz, broadcasting stations using 
frequencies below 5060kHz or above 
41MHz shall not employ power ex- 
ceeding that necessary to maintain 
economically an effective national ser- 
vice of good quality within the fron- 
tiers of the country concerned”’ [italics 
added]. Simply put, this covers all fre- 
quencies except shortwave, which is 
international by nature. This agree- 
ment was signed by 130 countries, in- 
cluding the United States and Cuba. 

According to Gary Gonzalez, Cuba 


has been trying to stop TV Marti on 
the international diplomatic level for 
two years. ‘‘We have the support of 
the Union of Communications and the 
different international organizations. It is 
completely illegal. We have also tried to 
get this understood within the U.S.” 
However, there will be little real interna- 
tional help for the Cubans: The Conven- 
tion has no enforcement component. 

When asked about this international 
agreement, the VOA’s Schoenfeld 
responded, ‘‘The operation is consis- 
tent to U.S. international obligations. 
The various U.S. government agencies 
involved are all working under the 
guidance to respect U.S. international 
obligations.’’ The agencies that make 
up the TV Marti Task Force are the 
U.S. Information Agency, State 
Department, Department of Defense, 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion and the Office of Management 
and Budget. 

Jorge Gomez Barata, a Cuban gov- 
ernment official with the Department 
of Revolutionary Orientation, heads 
up a group of specialists that has been 
studying what Cuba’s response to TV 
Marti should be. Barata says they have 
designed and built the technology 
necessary to interfere with TV Marti’s 
signal. ‘‘We have not only made lab 
tests,’’ said Barata, ‘‘but tests on a 
larger scale, and it appears that we have 
been successful.’” 


UBA HAS recently dem- 

onstrated this capability: 

Using the new equipment, 

they ‘‘translated”’ their in- 

coming Channel 6 signal 
and rebroadcast it on Channel 13, Ralph 
Justus, who is the NAB’s director of 
engineering, regulatory and interna- 
tional affairs, said this technology 
“showed their wherewithal to jam a 
signal coming in on Channel 13.” 
~The equipment needed to jam TV 
Marti is a low-power transmitter of 
about 1000 watts, said Justus, and 
costs $5,000 to $10,000. “‘A $40 
million project, if you will, versus a 
$5,000 jammer.”’ 

Forty million dollars is the funding 
to date for six feasibility studies, the 
test period and operating costs for 
1990-91, at $16 million a year. How- 
ever, TV Marti must demonstrate dur- 
ing the test period that it will not inter- 
fere with U.S. stations, or the FCC can 
shut it down — and according to the 
NAB, this isn’t likely. 

The test period has already been 
postponed several times due to techni- 
cal difficulties. TV Marti will be 
transmitted from a tethered aerostat 
(blimp) located on Cudjoe Key off the 
coast of Florida. The blimp will float 
more than two miles high. It’s subject 
to weather conditions, and Justus 
predicts a 70 percent down-time in 
summer months and 50 percent overall, 
year-round. 

In the summer, a phenomenon 
known as ducting, in which one signal 
replaces another, can also occur due to 
high humidity. This means that TV 
Marti could show up anywhere. More 
important, however, is that it may dis- 
rupt stations in parts of Florida year- 
round. ‘‘When you get that high up,” 
Justus said, “‘the antenna that is directing 
most of the energy toward Cuba will have 
some spillover towards the north direc- 
tion. There will likely be a fallout of in- 
terference caused directly to U.S. TV 
reception from the TV Marti operation.” 

This little defect alarms the NAB, 
which has analyzed the U.S. govern- 
ment feasibility studies. The NAB lob- 
bied hard against TV Marti, because 
the monetary loss to members could 
amount to millions a week. Imagine the 
cost of having a commercial for a 
headache remedy preempted by, say, a 
Cuban-American ranting about Fidel 
in Spanish. In addition, the NAB says, 
Cuban radio can reach at least 30 
States, including California. 
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Ironically, Cuban officials say they 
would welcome U.S. TV networks on 
their airwaves; it’s U.S. government 
propaganda that disturbs them. 
“Many Cubans would like to watch 
American programming, but TV Marti 
is not American programming,’’ Gomez 
Barata said. ““We would be grateful if the 
U.S. would spend $40 million, like they 
are doing now with TV Marti, to make us 


see NBC, ABC, CBS.’’ 

It isn’t that Cuba hasn’t already seen 
and heard plenty of U.S. broadcasts. 
From 1960 to 1970, there was Radio 
Swan. Funded by the U.S. govern- 
ment, one of its most infamous acts was 
to report the surrender of Castro’s 
forces during the Bay of Pigs invasion 
in 1960, and to announce the simulta- 
neous uprising of an underground rebel 
movement within the county — both, of 
course, totally false. 


MEANWHILE, 
BACK IN MIAMI 


“CAN THERE be any doubt that 
Bulgarian and Czech terrorists are 
training right this minute in 
Nicaragua, to subvert our dem- 
ocracy?”’? demands a caller on a 
Spanish-language call-in show. 
“‘We Cubans know that this is 
our decade,’’ proclaims another 
caller. ‘‘The decade in which the 
tyrant Fidel Castro will finally fall 
and we will regain our homeland.” 
Another caller tries to moderate: 
“But it’s crazy to try to turn the 
clock back 30 years. We can’t go 
back to Cuba and think we can just 
move into our old houses and start 
our own businesses up again. We 
have to have reconciliation with 
people who live in Cuba.”’ 
‘Reconciliation, maybe, but not 
surrender of our principles and our 
faith. And that includes our faith in 
the private property system as a key to 
democracy!” moderates the host. 
And so it goes in the strange world 
of Miami’s mass media, which I 
visited during a recent stopover on a 
journey to Central America. 
“Hope grows in Miami: Could 
Castro be next?’’ headlines the Sun- 


day Miami Herald. Reporter Mirta _ 


Ojito tells us that “The back-to- 
Cuba vision is sharper than 
ever. ..Motorists on South Dixie 
Highway see a computerized sign, 
eight feet high and 40 feet wide: 
‘Now Manuel, Next Fidel.’ ’? She 
does not note that motorists on 
South Dixie Highway had better not 
tarry reading billboards, lest one of 
democracy’s citizens bump and 
smash their cars in one of Miami’s fre- 
- quent, creative robbery techniques. 

Or turn off onto the wrong streets 
where, as notes Herald columnist 
Chery! Mattox Berry in the chatty 
Sunday ‘‘Neighbors’’ supplement, 
“walls, gates, guardhouses and bar- 

_ricades’’ await the unwary 
navigator. ‘‘Many of the people 
who live behind these partitions 
have become angry defenders of 
their turf, ready to pounce on un- 
familiar faces that cross that 
line... . Soon citizens will need bar- 
ricade maps to keep them from run- 
ning into roadblocks as they travel 
through the city.”” 

The police, who might normally 
be expected to be controlling the ac- 
tivities that have led to the con- 
struction of Miami’s mini-forts, are 
unfortunately otherwise occupied. 

They are busy “‘planning,’’ when 
not engaged in interracial skir- 
‘mishes. The Liberty City black 
community recently asked the 
governor to send the National 
Guard to police their area, claiming 
that Miami’s Latino cops refuse to 
work there after one of their 
number was convicted of killing an 


unarmed black man, ‘‘A dramatic 
change in the Cuban government,” 
the Herald quotes the police chief as 
saying, “would shut down Miami.” 

The English-language Miami 
Herald doesn’t say so, but the co- 
distributed £7 Nuevo Herald lets us 
know that among the police con- 
tingency plans are sites for mass ar- 
rests and “‘ways.of avoiding crimes 
against property or acts of violence 
against pro-Castro groups or in- 
dividuals,”’ if Castro falls. 

El Nuevo Heraid is a curiosity in 
its own right. Born a few years ago 
as a journal of the hysterically anti- 
communist middle-class Cuban 
community, £/ Nuevo Herald prac- 
tices selective two-way censorship 
for its Spanish and English readers. 

Despite the fact that an over- 
whelming majority of its second- 
and third-generation readers are 
fluently bilingual and fully capable 
of dissecting its hypocrisy, £/ Nuevo 
Herald continues to do things like 
omit, from its Spanish language edi- 
tions, editorials like today’s ‘‘Insult 
to Injury.” The Angio paper ob- 
serves that sending Dan Quayle to 
Latin America in the wake of the 
Panama bloodbath ‘‘isn’t likely to - 
help restore confidence in the 
United States. Indeed, it may 
worsen relations.”” 

Presumably such sentiments are 
too radical for Spanish readers. On 
the other side of the language wall, 
in addition to sparing English 
speakers the details about police 
fears of the Cuban-Americans’ 
forthcoming joyful celebrations of 
freedom, today’s E/ Nuevo Herald 
brings a typical column by one of its 
inexhaustible stable of right-wing 
polemicists. Headlined “‘The Har- 
pooned Whale,’’ Agustin 
Tamargo’s column tells us that 
Castro is harpooned and, like 
Melville’s whale, will fight until the 
last minute, ‘‘carrying on his 
forehead the epitaphs of the dead.”” 

One might think the current

something if one didn’t remember 
how often these stories have 
been told, — 

A few years ago, driving in from 
the airport, | caught an especially 
delusional talk show in which the 
callers were enlisting for an immi- 
nent armed invasion of Cuba. For- 
getting that I’d heard variations on 
this symphony before, I detoured to 
the studios of a network TV affiliate 
where I had a friend working on the 
late-night news, to read the wire ser- 
yice accounts of this startling 
development. There were none — 
and no invasion either.

The VOA had a program called Cita 
Con Cuba (‘‘Date With Cuba’’) for 
years, and there have been a host of ex- 
ile broadcasts allegedly funded by the 
CIA. There are also numerous Miami 
radio stations that are owned and 
operated by exiles, and that busy them- 
selves with anti-Castro programming, 
which can easily be heard in Cuba. 

There is Radio Marti, which TV 
Marti will be modeled after. Both came 
about through the continuous lobbying 
of the exile community in Miami, with 
agitating for the TV version starting at 
about the time Radio Marti went on the 
air in May 1985, and culminating in a 
campaign promise by George Bush. 

There are also commercial U.S. 
radio and TV stations that are seen and 
heard during certain weather condi- 
tions. And there are the many pirated 
U.S. programs shown on Cuban TV — 
pirated because the U.S. trade embargo 
doesn’t allow their purchase. 

Now TV Marti is about to start up, 
and even with the potential interference 
problems, it’s likely to become a per- 
manent fixture. The VOA says that, if 
necessary, it will shut down TV Marti, 
correct any interference and then re- 
sume broadcasting. It is also consider- 
ing the eventual use of a plane or 
satellite for transmission, and other un- 
disclosed options. 

Here’s a probable scenario of what 
will happen: TV Marti will go on the 
air. The Cubans will then jam it. They 
may respond in non-broadcasting ave- 
nues as well. (When Radio Marti went 
on the air, visas for travel to Cuba by 
Cuban Americans were hard to come 
by; mail and phone service could also 
be slowed down. While Gary Gonzalez 
told us that Cuba probably wouldn’t do 
these things initially, they are examples of 
the types of response possible.) 

Then there will be the U.S. response 
to the Cuban response. John Nichols, a 
professor of mass communications at 
Pennsylvania State University who has 
been closely following this issue, has 
just returned from leading a fact- 
finding delegation to Cuba of U:S. 
broadcasters and congressional staf- 
fers. He is concerned that the United 
States has few retaliatory options in 
broadcasting, ‘‘which means they will 
have to respond in some other area — 
economic, diplomatic, political, 
perhaps militarily. I think that is an ex- 
treme case, although Cubans are wor- 
ried, in light of the U.S. invasion of 
Panama in December. 

““After we go through this electronic 
bloodletting,’’ he added, ‘‘then the 
U.S. and Cuba will have to sit down 
and negotiate some sort of accom- 
modation, because even if they don’t 
like one another, the physical proper- 
ties of broadcasting mean that 
neighboring countries have to 
cooperate, or nobody gets to use the 
airwaves.’’ So why not, he concludes, 
start with the negotiations instead? 

It may be because TV Marti is being 
driven by ideology. It has been said that 
changes in Eastern Europe were in- 
fluenced by Radio Free Europe, Radio 
Liberty and other such broadcasts. 
This may or may not be true. However, 
the effect of a broadcast also depends 
on the nature of the audience and its 
relationship with its government. 
Eastern Europeans came to power, for 
the most part, at the point of a Soviet 
bayonet. The Cuban government came 
to power as the result of a broad-based, 
indigenous social revolution. 

The United States has always had a 
tougher approach toward Cuba than 
toward other countries in the Soviet 
sphere. Maybe TV Marti is just the 
fulfillment of a campaign promise. 
Maybe it is a thoroughly thought- 
through foreign policy. Whatever else 
it maybe, itisalsoanattack byair.

A: If your greatest risk factor is, in- 
mdeed, intercourse with pros- 
titutes using condoms, you could sim- 
ply say that while you have had several 
(a few, many) sexual partners, you are 
aware of and always use safer sex prac- 
tices. This is presuming you follow the 
same guidelines with noncommercial 
partners, too. You could, of course, 
also be tested periodically for HIV in- 
fection, which would allow your part- 
ners to assess health risks with greater 
assurance.

Superlist No. 474: 
Where to be an air courier 


If flying to Hong Kong for $350 or 
Sydney for $550 sounds appealing, 
and traveling light won't spoil your 
adventure, you may want to consider 
flying as a courier on your next vaca- 
tion. As a courier you purchase your 
plane ticket through a delivery com- 
pany at reduced fare, and in return 
forfeit your baggage space for their 
use, limiting your luggage to carry- 
ons. While the number of courier 
agencies operating out of San Fran- 
cisco is limited, there are other com- 
panies in Los Angeles and New York 
that offer a wider range of schedules 
and destinations, and may provide 
some flights out of San Francisco, or 
offer cheap connections to their local 
departures. 

Most of the flights are round-trip, 
with turnaround times of one week to 
one month. Reservation procedures 
vary. Some agencies require elab- 
orate written applications, others 
demand only a phone call: Most do 
not have deadlines, but it is best to 
reserve several months in advance, 
as the flights fill up quickly. Most 
agencies book only one courier per 
flight, so if you are traveling with a 
companion you may have to pay full 
fare for one seat or book flights on 
consecutive days 

Fares vary according to the sea- 
son and proximity to date of depar- 
ture. The prices listed below repre- 
sent a range that may change 
periodically. To find out exact costs 
it's best to call the agencies and ask 
them directly, specifying where and 
when you want to go. 

To be a courier you must be at 
least 18 years old. Some companies 
require a U.S. passport, but others 
will accept any valid travel doc- 
uments. Your responsibilities to the 
courier company also vary. Some re- 
quire you to clear customs and de- 
liver the baggage, while others only 
expect you to be on the flight

TRULY TASTY 


You'll find authentic (and excellent) 
Vietnamese cuisine at the Golden Deer

XPERTLY PREPARED 

and authentic Vietnamese 

food in a simple and casual 

setting make the Golden Deer 

a perfect choice for diners 
who appreciate this cuisine. It’s 
unusual to be one of the only Cauca- 
sians in an Asian restaurant on Clement 
Street: Even though the area is lined 
with Chinese, Japanese, Thai, Malay- 
sian and Vietnamese restaurants, most 
of them draw a mixed crowd. The 
Golden Deer, however, boasts a large 
Vietnamese clientele, who come to en- 
joy the good, truly authentic food 
that’s served. 

Granted, speaking the native lan- 
guage here would be helpful, but the 
large menu is very descriptive, and if 
you have an idea of what you want, then 
ordering shouldn’t be a problem. Ask- 
ing lengthy questions about ingredients 
or preparation is not an option. Not to 
worry, though: All the food I’ve ever 
had at the Golden Deer is tasty and 
fresh. A separate menu lists 15 beef 
dishes — a Vietnamese staple — with a 
fairly decent wine list on the back. 

A 1986 Buena Vista Estate cabernet 
for $13 was a real bargain, and was 
quite good with many of the meat 
dishes, especially the Dac Biet ($3.50). 
This noodle and beef dish combined 
rare slices of beef, brisket, flank steak, 
tendon and tripe. A flavorful broth 
seasoned with star anise was especially 
delicate and delicious. 

Cold Vietnamese shrimp rolls 
($3.95), whole shrimp, cellophane 
noodles and cilantro wrapped in tender 
rice paper, were served with a thick 
sauce flavored by just a bit of chili

paste. I particularly like these light rolls 
with the bottled sauces on the table. Ex- 
cellent stuffed chicken wings ($4.95) 
filled with minced pork, chicken, 
mushrooms and onions are also served 
with a special sauce made slightly spicy 
with a dash of red chilies. 


The Golden 
Noodle Special, 
astunning dish, 
illustrates 

the kitchen's 
skillin 
combining 
widely different 


ingredients. 


Flame-broiled quail ($3.95), a halved 
bird, piping hot and served with a 
lemony sauce, was a bit dry. I suspect 
this is not a popular dish, and thus dif- 
ficult to keep as fresh as they would 
like. It was tasty all the same, and nice 
for a change of pace. 

Golden Noodle Special ($6.95), 
listed under the appetizers, is a very 
generous meal in itself. Stunning and 
very special, this dish illustrates the kit- 
chen’s skill in combining widely dif- 


ferent ingredients and cooking each - 


and every one perfectly. Bright green 
and crisp broccoli, cauliflower, car- 
rots, peppers, bok choy, celery and 
onions, combined with thinly sliced 
beef, chicken, prawns and calamariina 
wonderful sauce, were served on a bed 
of crispy noodles. This is a must! 
Although beef is a mainstay of the 
Vietnamese diet, there are also plenty 


of seafood, chicken and vegetable 
dishes from which to choose. Sauteed 
mushrooms and vegetables ($5.95) in- 
cluded carrots, broccoli, cauliflower 
and sweet onions ina thin, slightly spicy 
and smoky black bean sauce. 

Also on the lean but fiery side is spicy 
sauteed calamari ($6.95). Tender rings 
of squid matched with bamboo shoots 
and onions were perfectly cooked (as is 
all the food) and spiced. Five-spice 
chicken ($4.95), two small thighs and 
three legs rubbed with that fragrant and 
unique blend of fennel, anise, cloves, 
cinnamon and black pepper, were ex- 
quisitely tender. The texture seemed 
more as if the chicken was steamed in- 
stead of roasted. 

Lemon-grass pork ($6.95), another 
spicy dish with plenty of bamboo 
shoots and onion, uses the pork as a 
minor ingredient instead of the primary 
one, and is very good. Seemingly pop- 
ular with the young Vietnamese clientele 
is claypot fish ($7.25). It appeared on 
several tables on more than one occa- 
sion, and after sampling it I could see 
why. Tender little catfish steaks served 
in a slightly sweet and hot sauce filled 
with dried hot chilies was very satisfy- 
ing and unique, since the sauce didn’t 
overpower the delicate fish. 

The Golden Deer definitely has some 
problems in the service area, but I think 


- the food is worth waiting for. Each dish 


is prepared with care and attention. 
When you have some time and have an 
urge for healthy, light and flavorful 
Vietnamese food, stop by this neigh- 
borhood lunch and dinner house and 
indulge in one of the finest cuisines 
around. And remember, the Golden 
Deer stays open until 2am. A nice light 
snack after a night on the town isn’t 
sucha bad idea. a

Tremors 

When a movie starts out with 
country boy Kevin Bacon pee- 
ing from atop a mesa and the 
focus isn't on the scenery, you 
can be pretty sure that the 
dialogue won't be scintillating 
either.

Carter's main purpose is to 
determine that the monsters 
number four, only Fred Ward 
seems really human, anda 
good moment or two doesn't 
put Ron Underwood's good- 
ole-boy movie into the earth- 
shaking league. A tremor, 
Webster says, is a small 
movement preceding a major 
seismic event, which just 
about says it all for Tremors 
(Kabuki, SF; California 3, 
Berk.; Century 8, Oakl.) 


Raging Bull 

To watch this riveting Martin 
Scorsese film is to become the 
mongoose nypnotized by the 
rattlesnake. It is not a film to 
like, but one from which it’s 
impossible to look away 
Robert DeNiro becomes (from 
the '40s through the 60s) 
middleweight — and often over- 
weight — Jake la Motta in a per- 
formance that bares the man's 
obsession with boxing, his 
brutishness, his insane 
jealousy and violently un- 
disciplined character. The film 
explodes with the passion and 
savagery it portrays, whether 
of individuals or in the scenes 
of some of La Motta’s most 
famous fights, as DeNiro/La 
Motta destroys his opponents 
and his relationships, whether 
with his almost-as-violent-but- 
saner brother Joe Pecci or 
beautiful blond wife, new- 
comer/excellent actress Cathy 
Moriarty.

DESIGN FOR 
THE FUTURE 


THE DESIGNERS who toil over the 
fine details of industrial products have 
come a long way from testing toaster 
projectile angles: A look at design 
today reveals some truly cutting-edge 
innovations. Take the ‘Talking 
Glove,’’ for instance, which allows 
non-vocal deaf people to speak. With 
the instrumented glove on the right 
hand, a speaker pendant around the 
neck and an alphanumeric LCD wrist 
computer, a deaf person’s finger- 
spelling is transformed into a 
synthesized speech pattern. You can 
find this technological wonder among 
the folding bicycles, retail hair salons, 
futuristic work stations and non- 
invasive blood imaging instruments at 
the ‘“Look at Design’’ exhibit currently 
at the San Francisco Mart. 

Look at Design was developed by 
The Science Place in Dallas, based on 
International Design magazine’s 1989 
Design Review, juried by a panel of 
architects and industrial, graphic and 
interior designers. Eighteen Bay Area 
designers, design firms, in-house de- 
partments and manufacturers are rep- 
resented among the award-winning 
exhibits. The innovative designs in 
furniture, consumer products, equip- 
ment and graphics presented here 
allow us a glimpse of the imaginative 
shape of things to come. The exhibit’s 
signs describe the creative process and 
expose the tensions between the 
designer’s vision and manufacturing 
and retail limitations. 

“Profitability, performance and 
prestige — that’s the power of 
design,”’ is a point duly emphasized in 
the comprehensive speakers’ program 
accompanying the exhibit. Featured 
speakers include author Milton 
Moskowitz, real estate specialist Ron 
Kaufman, the panel of jurors for 
the Design Review, 
International Design 
editor Peter Lowe 
and a cameo lecture 


by international product designer 
Frank Friedman. 

The Design Council of the San 
Francisco Bay Area hopes that Look 
at Design will bring deserved credit 
to the design industries in San 
Francisco, as well as stimulate 
awareness of their social, cultural and 
economic impact on the greater Bay 
Area. The exhibit will be open for 
viewing through Feb. 22nd at the 
recently renovated San Francisco 
Mart, 1355 Market, and from March 
9th through the 28th at the Techmart 
in Santa Clara.

IKE WOODCARVING and papier mache, filmmaking is a craft. While this can get lost in multimillion- 
dollar productions, for artists working alone in small formats like super-8, it’s strictly 
hands-on work. 

Peter Herwitz has been making films for about ten years — silent, short, in color 
and for the most part, all shot and edited in super-8. He’d originally approached film 
academically, studying directors like Sirk, Minnelli and Ford, but eventually had to 
try it for himself. Shying away from Hollywood-style narratives, he turned to 
super-8, approaching the traditions he’d studied in a more abstract way. ‘‘It’s still the 
same logic of design and color,’’ he says. “It’s a more spontaneous medium — it 
feels very hand-made.’’ 

In a single film, Herwitz’s images may include friends, rain puddles, trees or a 
cloudy skyline. While often blurred and at odd angles, they’re constantly active. The 
prevailing moods come less from individual shots than from the rhythms and color 
schemes he creates through their collage. 

But he doesn’t stop there. Each work is given further coherence through surface 
manipulations, like hand-painting and scratching. ‘“What the camera gives you is not 
always exciting,’’ he explains. He works directly on the original print, willfully risking 
his valuable shots. ‘‘That’s part of the spontaneity. I’d rather ruin a whole passage 
for the sake of the overall structure than leave an image just as it is.’’ 

With titles like The Poet’s Veil and Musique de Tenebres (loosely, ‘‘Music of the 
Dark’’), his films hover near the borders of consciousness, like in a dream where 
vision is blurred and objects remain just out of reach. “It’s how I experience music. 
It’s so beautiful I want to touch it, but the moods just flow right past.”’ This 
distances him from avant-garde filmmakers like Stan Brakhage, who’s interested in 
an intense clarity of things. ‘‘I’m into the difficulty of seeing,’’ Herwitz explains.

UNUSUAL FOLK 


Peter and Lou Berryman bring their slightly 
twisted brand of folk music to the Bay Area

NCE IN awhile a song 

comes along that so suc- 

cessfully crystallizes 

familiar thoughts that 

you feel you could have 
written it yourself, or that the com- 
poser had you in mind when the words 
and music came together. 

A lot of people feel that way about 
“Why Am I Painting the Living 
Room?,”’ an obscure tune by pop radio 
standards, but one that nudges those 
who’ve heard it into a mode of amused 
self-evaluation: ‘‘A pinhead evangelist 
pays for his sin/With a five dollar fine 
for a black collar crime/Kingpins of in- 
dustry knowingly nod/Just like Lake 
Erie they’re 12 percent slime/They 
wink at the president too I assume/ 
And here I am painting the living 
room.”’ By juxtaposing both the ills of 
the day — ‘‘Holes in the ozone the size of 
Brazil. . . .Pretty soon it will allend witha 
boom’? — and everyday wonders — 
‘*There is a bluegrass band somewhere 
along the bay/Look at the lilacs 
bloom” — with one simple, domestic im- 
age, songwriter Peter Berryman cap- 
tured one of the great baby-boomer 
dilemmas of the 1980s. 

“People have been responding to 
that song,”’ says Peter’s longtime per- 
forming partner, Lou Berryman. “‘It 
has really touched chords. We get a lot 
of letters about it.”’ 

“‘When you write a song, you try to 
submerge yourself into the mood of the 
song,’ adds Peter, in the same tele- 
phone interview from Madison, 
Wisconsin. “‘The main problem with 
that song was that when I was done 
with it the question arose, why should I 
write another song?”’ 

In the Bay Area, until now, the only 
way you might have heard ‘‘Why Am I 
Painting the Living Room?” was if you 
listened religiously to such radio pro- 
grams as Robbie Osman’s Across the 
Great Divide on KPFA or Garrison 
Keillor’s A Prairie Home Companion. 
Or perhaps you caught Mid- 
western singer Claudia Schmidt per- 
forming that or other such provocative 
and humorous Berryman songs as ‘‘A 
Chat With Your Mom’”’ (the ‘F-Word’ 
song) and ‘‘Do You Think It’s Gonna 
Rain?’’ The duo has been performing 
steadily for the past 12 years, and has 


recorded six nigh-impossible-to-find 
albums of original material. But the 
Berrymans make their Northern 
California debut this week with four 
shows, including stops in San 
Geronimo and San Francisco. 

The Wisconsin natives have stayed in 
the middle of the country for most of 
their singing career, with regular 
hometown gigs making it possible to 
earn a living ‘‘such as it is,’’? amends 
Peter. “‘We have our own cars!”’ 
chimes Lou in her high, sweet voice. 
“Such as they are,’”’ Peter adds. Folk- 
singer, concert promoter and Sing Out! 
columnist Michael Cooney coaxed 
them to the East Coast about six years 
ago, and gradually they have expanded 
the geographical scope of their perfor- 
mances. Despite the initial reluctance 
of promoters, the Berrymans are now 
being invited to far-flung clubs and 
festivals. ‘“Before other people started 
doing our songs,’’ Peter explains, “‘it 
was hard to explain why we should bein 
their festivals.’’ ‘‘Until Claudia started 
doing our stuff,’’ Lou adds, “‘it wasn’t 
considered folk music.”’ 

Just how to characterize their music 
is an open question. Now in their early 
40s, they started singing together as 
high school sweethearts in a folk music 
quartet. Their collaborations have sur- 
vived a marriage (in 1967), a divorce (in 
1975), a move to Canada (1969 to ’72) 
in response to the Vietnam War-era 
draft and various incarnations as jug 
band music and electric blues. ‘‘Now 
our stuff is maybe closer to show 
tunes,’’ muses Peter. 

Above all, the Berrymans’ music is 
characterized by its light, slightly 
twisted tone. ‘‘One of the reasons we 
use humor,’’ Peter explains, “‘is to 
fight against our own cynicism. If you 
start to see the humor in your own cyn- 
ical thought patterns and how every- 
body this age is going through the same 
thing, it helps to take the edge off it.’’ 

“I think Peter is careful not to be 
negative,” says Lou. ‘‘He can bring up 
a lot of awful stuff in a song, but we 
want to leave people with a message 
that isn’t atotal bummer. A good laugh 
at what we are is much better for us 
than saying we’re a drag.’’ ‘‘Living 
Room”? is a prime example of how the 
Berrymans incorporate ‘‘awful’’ sub- 
jects — “‘pools of industrial wasteland 
pate/Sulfur dioxide dissolving the 


trees’? — and humor into a personal 
perspective. ‘‘I think our songs tend to 
deal with how people personally deal 
with things that are happening in the 
world,’’ Peter elaborates, ‘“‘instead of 
protesting or describing a course of ac- 
tion. If somebody drops a bomb on 
Australia, instead of writing an anti- 
bomb song, I’d tend to write a song 
about how that makes somebody sit- 
ting in Iowa feel.”’ 

In bringing their songs to life, the 
Berrymans combine unlikely voices — 
his low and raspy like Shel Silverstein’s 
and hers almost as chirpy as Dolly 
Parton’s — over the unusual pairing of 
acoustic 12-string guitar and piano ac- 
cordion. Lou took up the big bellows 
after moving back to Madison from 
Vancouver, more than a decade before 
the instrument became the latest rage. 
““My brother was forced to learn the ac- 
cordion, but that wasn’t visited on 
me,’’ she explains. ‘‘I’d always played 
guitar or banjo, but Peter wrotea polka 
so I went out and bought an accordion 
and taught myself how to play. Pretty 
soon after that the other two guys in the 
band quit. I don’t whether it had any- 
thing to do with that or not. Recently, 
the accordion has gained a little more 
cachet, but when I first started playing 
it, people were just turned off.”’ 

“T can’t believe that anyone in their 
right mind would start to play it in their 
adulthood,”’ Peter interjects. 

When the Berrymans recorded their 
second album for a small independent 
label (all their others are on their own, 
even smaller, more independent Corn- 
belt Records), the owner told them they 
should not put a picture of Lou with the 
accordion on the cover of the album, 
because people wouldn’t buy it. ‘*Little 
did he know people wouldn’t buy it 
anyway,’’ Peter laughs. “‘He just could 
not see into the future about how cool 
the accordion was going to be,’’ Lou 
continues, noting how even Billy Joel 
played one on a recent Saturday Night 
Live. ‘‘He didn’t play the buttons at all, 
though, he just played the keys. You 
can definitely assure people that I play 
those buttons!”” 

Finally, to confound matters a bit 
more, there’s the matter of the 
Berrymans’ relationship. ‘‘We were 
always good friends,’’ Peter explains. 
“TI think the mistake we made was to get 
married, because we were good friends 
all the way through the marriage, 
before and after, and over the years 
that hasn’t changed at all.’’ After the 
marriage was dissolved, Lou decided to 
keep Peter’s last name. “That was sort 
of a mistake, I think,’’ she says. ‘‘But 
when we got a divorce I had the oppor- 
tunity to change my name and I didn’t 
want to go back to my maiden name, 
which means ‘whore’ in Yiddish. It was 
such a drag when I was growing up, I 
was glad to dump it. We spent long 
hours trying to think up a new name for 
me, and I didn’t want to go to a third 
one yet. So at the time I thought, ‘I'll 
just keep Berryman, I like that.’ ” 

“Tt makes it a little more complicated 
now,’’ Peter adds. ‘‘We’re both remar- 
ried, and my wife did not take the name 
Berryman, so it gets a little confusing to 
explain — we still don’t do a very good 
job of it.” 

Once they got marriage out of their 
systems, according to Lou they found 
that “tno one else would play music 
with the other one of us — we do have 
strange taste in music.’’ So 15 years 
after quitting as husband and wife, 
Peter and Lou Berryman continue as 
partners and do-it-yourself producers 
of albums (available mostly at their 
concerts) and The New Berryman 
Berryman Songbook, inviting listeners 
to “‘put your hand beneath the sweater 
of truth.” |

OOD THEATER should 

make you feel like you’ve 

traveled somewhere far- 

ther into your own world, 

or on to new and un- 
familiar territory. The scenery counts 
on such excursions. But it’s the 
language, courtesy of the playwright, 
that really makes the trip memorable. 
Language is alive and treated well in 
three current local productions: Once 
Removed at the Magic, American Con- 
servatory Theatre’s Twelfth Night and 
an estimable new play at the Eureka, 
Pick Up Ax. 

Spanish is the tongue of Cuban im- 
migrants in Miami, but Eduardo 
Machado’s Once Removed captures 
the comic landscape of one wealthy 
family’s 1960 entry into the U.S. in 
flavorful English dialog. Machado, 
who was born in Cuba, brings us into 
the Cubans’ experience without ever 
glorifying or sentimentalizing it. In 
fact, it’s hard initially to scare up much 
sympathy for Olga (Tessa Koning- 
Martinez), Fernando (Hector Correa) 
and their other spoiled-rotten kin. 
These are people who ran away from 
Castro’s revolution with jewels in tow, 
dreaming of reclaiming Cuba someday 
in the name of wealth and privilege. 

The family’s adjustment to U.S. 
culture — to racism, snow, Spam and 
Presbyterians — is the cause for 
much arch comedy. But eventually 
their disorientation, and the rift de- 
veloping between those who embrace 
assimilation and those who resist 
it, give this play some genuine poignan- 
cy. Nicely directed by Jorge Cacheiro, 
with excellent performances by 
Koning-Martinez and young Greta 
Sanchez Ramirez, the terrain in Once 


Removed is worth a visit. 

Meanwhile, if you’re longing for a 
vacation at a Caribbean resort, the cur- 
rent ACT version of William Shake- 
speare’s Twelfth Night might hold you 
for an evening. The colors in Rick 
Goodwin’s sand-and-sea set come right 
off a David Hockney palette. The music, 
by Peter Erskine, is packed with disco- 
calypso hooks. Costumer Beaver Bauer 
decks everyone out in color-splashed 
resort togs halters, shorts, sarongs and 
Carmen Miranda-style turbans. 

And somehow it all makes loony 
sense. Jack Fletcher stages the classic 
Shakespeare comedy of mistaken iden- 
tity, unrequited lovers and merry 
pranksters like a beguiling rhumba. 
And he’s had the good sense to cast 
Wesley Mann as Feste, the resident 
island jester. Mann’s clowning gives 
this show the kick of a Goombay 
Smash, and his wryness keeps things 
from getting too syrupy-silly — as it 
sometimes threatens to do in a couple 
of unconvincing love scenes. The other 
comedians in the cast — Wilma Bonet, 
Michael McShane and (in a hysterically 
klutzoid performance that must be an 
homage to Jerry Lewis) Michael Scott 
Ryan — also keep matters light, bright 
and amusing. 

On Shakespeare’s mythical isle, the 
natives speak in Elizabethan verse. In 
Pick Up Ax, staged by Susan Marsden 
at the Eureka Theatre Company, two. 
contemporary American dialects are 
spoken. One is the pop-computer 
jargon of Silicon Valley; the other, the 
menacing innuendo of old-style 
“heavy industry.’’ By the end, they are 
sounding more and more alike. 

This smart new satire by Anthony 
Clarvoe takes place in the executive of- 
fice cum playpen of two youthful com- 
puter moguls. Keith Rienzi (brilliantly 
played by John Bellucci) is a slouching, 
scraggly-haired software inventor, the 
turbo-brain of the firm. He’s also the 
definitive retro-hippie nerd, a math 
genius with the social skills of a 12-year- 
old and a vocabulary patched together 
from episodes of Star Trek, Rolling 
Stones lyrics and cult movies like 
Creature from the Black Lagoon. 

Keith’s pal and partner Brian Weiss 
(Sam Gregory) is a rocker, too, but 
with enough ‘‘suburban street smarts”’ 
to keep the business going. That is, un- 
til now. As the play opens, a frenzied 
Brian is gulping Maalox by the pint and 


fighting for the firm’s life. It seems that 
the computer industry is trying to 
squeeze out the little guys by choking 
off their micro-chip supplies, and it’s 
working. Brian can’t figure out how to 
break the embargo, but a mysterious 
corporate ‘‘troubleshooter’’ named 
Mick Palomar (played with sleek 
menace by Jeff King) shows up, and he 
has plenty of ideas. 

To what lengths will Brian and Keith 
let Mick go to try to save their com- 
pany? Intimidation, sabotage murder? 
With computer virus scandals and 
micro-chip panics in the news, it’s 
about time a play considered the dark 
underbelly of the computer industry. 
In Pick Up Ax (the name comes from 
an instruction in the Dungeons and 
Dragons video game), Clarvoe does it 
winningly, with a Pinteresque suspense 
tale that keeps you guessing. 

The script could use some adjust- 
ments: Clarvoe too often ends his short 
scenes by chopping them off abruptly, 
and the underdeveloped character of 
Brian reacts to the escalating treachery 
around him with unbelievable naivete. 
But there’s so much more that’s right 
here. The dialogue is a richly comic 
spree of entrepreneurial cliches (‘‘I 
have an MBA!”’ is Mick’s all-purpose 
justification) and pop-schlock slang. 
The actors, especially Bellucci and 
King, have a field day with it. And the 
Eureka design team (David Jon Hoff- 
man on sets) has provided Keith and 
Brian with an adolescent boy’s dream 
of a corporate headquarters. It’s a 
room littered with robots and other 
techno-toys, a ‘‘psychotic jukebox”’ of 
an office with a stereo to end all stereos. 

While Pick Up Ax entertains, it also 
makes some disturbing observations 
about the computer biz. The strong- 
arm tactics of ‘“‘heavy”’ industry aren’t 
dead, suggests Clarvoe — it’s just that 
these days evil is most likely to be walk- 
ing around in a three-piece suit, flash- 
ing an MBA. And those nerdy com- 
puter wunderkinds everyone makes 
fun of, could they be the vanguard of an 
alarming new mutant race? A more 
malevolent version of the Mr. Spock 
breed? For these brainy loners, con- 
cepts like friendship, loyalty and ethics 
would be alien. Happiness would mean 
a warm disk drive and an inviting com- 
puter screen. And survival would mean 
hacking other people’s programs 
before they can hack yours.

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tegrated, at once fiery and contained, 
but it also left behind the uneasy feeling 
of just having watched a physical feat. 
It evoked a consciousness of the 
vocabulary that felt like counting en- 
trechats in ballet. 

For the rest of the program, Gillis 
mostly came up with a series of female 
characters: a girl-doll who alternated 
between rage and romance, an old hag 
who remembers a dancer’s career, a 
wallflower at a country festival and the 
proverbial loser who goes back to her 
man only to be dumped once again. 
Some of the pieces were mildly amus- 
ing, like the young girl (Give Me Your 
Heart Tonight, to the music of Shakin’ 
Stevens) in the tantrum, but getting 
laughs from kicking legs and a flopping 
butt is not exactly subtle humor. 

The supine figure on the tombstone 
from the credits of TV’s Mystery! 
finally got up, and, as Mara, 
swept across the stage with flowing hair 
and yards and yards of fabric swirling 
around her stately body. Waltzing 
Matilda, a ballad of the down and out, 
made nice use of the large Artaud space, 
with its diagonal runs and circling pat- 
tern, but the abrupt ritornello-stanza 
pattern of despair and wish-fulfillment 
looked contrived and unconvincing. 

Nocturne, choreographed by Martha 
Clarke for the major part, was unin- 
tentionally funny when, as an old 
crone, Gillis tugged on a grayish tutu as 
she tottered across the stage, remem- 
bering former joys and glories. Bent 
over like your proverbial hag, she looked 
more like a parody of old age than an 
aged dancer about to meet her maker. 
But at one point, untying aribbon from 
her neck, Gillis dropped one end of it to 
the floor, where it became an imaginary 
cane. It was mesmerizing to watch 
Gillis put all her weight onto this flimsy 
ribbon, which suddenly had the 
strength of an oak. It also made you 
think that Gillis maybe ought to com- 
mission more choreography for that 
pliable body of hers. 

Leslie Friedman, whose earlier sched- 
uled program had to be postponed 
because of certain kinetic events that 
occurred last October, presented a 
preview of her spring season to an 
after-work audience at the Vorpal 
Gallery. Admission included wine and 
snacks at 6 pm, and a relatively short 
program (of which I saw only the first 
half) at 7 pm. A nice idea for busy 
dance-lovers. 

Friedman introduced two dance 
works, Grimm’s Children, a premiere, 
and Single Instrument, which was new 
to me. Both of them were set to Bartok 
piano pieces, a listening challenge in

OUNG choreographers 
often start out designing 
works for their own 
bodies — a logical 
enough decision, consid- 
ering that the tool is available, well- 
known and does not have to be paid. 
But to make a career out of creating 
solo works for yourself is somewhat 


unusual; most dancers thrive on the * 


electricity of interaction between 
performers. 

Canadian dancer Margie Gillis and 
San Francisco’s Leslie Friedman are 
exceptions. Both of them have made 
thriving careers out of one-woman 
shows, taking them all over the globe 
on government-sponsored tours and 
teaching residencies. They recently per- 
formed within a week of each other. 
Friedman, judging from her most recent 
program, seems to be veering somewhat 
away from going it alone. 

Margie Gillis brought an ambitious 
program of eight well-received pieces to 
Theatre Artaud, six of which she choreo- 
graphed herself. She is a statuesque 


and strong dancer, with an athletic 
body and a mane of hair to make 
Rapunzel envious. She also knows that 
good programming demands variety — 
the solo performer’s biggest challenge 
is to keep the audience’s attention 
focused on that single body out there. 
Gillis solved the problem with a reper- 
toire of highly theatrical, sharply dif- 
ferentiated and readily accessible 
works. One sat there wondering what 
she would come up with next. And if 
that was her purpose, she succeeded. 

Unfortunately, however, the main 
impression she left behind was one of a 
bravura performance in which the 
dancer shone but dance lost. I doubt 
that any of the individual pieces, a 
series of skits of the variety-show type, 
will survive to be reinterpreted by 
other dancers. They were pleasant 
enough but ultimately inconsequen- 
tial, their main reason for being to 
show off Gillis’s prowess and theatri- 
cality. A vehicle for the star, I think 
they call it in Hollywood. 

The key was in the opening piece, 
Roots of the Rhythm Remain, in which 
Gillis combined, but kept visibly 
separate, Kathak, Belledy and flamen- 
co patterns, probably trying to show 
how these ethnic traditions all have 
common African roots. It was 
magnificently danced — strong, in- 


themselves. Friedman as a whole is a 
cerebral choreographer, whose struc- 
tural use of motivic material is rarely 
obliterated by a surface veneer of spon- 
taneity and naivete. 

Grimm’s is a good case in point. A 
duet between Friedman and Suzanne 
Nakamura, it explores the tension 
underlying children’s games, during 
which innocent rough-and-tough 
tumbles can easily escalate into nasty 
fights and competitive bitterness. Built 
along lateral movements, the piece grows 
arch-like with shoves and slides, and 
pushes from play to conflict and eventual 
reconciliation. It needs to be roped in 
more and tightened up considerably. 

More interesting was Friedman’s 
soliloquy, Single Instrument, an am- 
bitious three-movement work to Bartok’s 
1926 Piano Sonata. Starting out with dis- 
jointed and stiff-legged stops and starts 
and tight movements close to the body, 
Friedman eventually switched into a 
more emotionally expansive mode in 
the second movement, as she reached 
out and up beyond herself. The piece 
ended on a note of almost silly hap- 
piness and joy. Some of the pan- 
tomime, particularly in the central sec- 
tion, was overdone, but what retained 
a modicum of interest was a kind of 
emotional elan and the careful way 
Friedman molded and expanded her 
varied vocabulary. qi

S A devotee of the 

Clockwork Orange/ 

Equus/Drugstore 

Cowboy school that 

makes sociopaths so 
lovable we hate to see their per- 
sonalities altered to make them social- 
ly acceptable, I feel atwinge of sadness 
watching the 1990 Dennis Hopper 
jump through Hollywood hoops, stat- 
ing and toeing the party line. 

Cited as ‘‘the most freaked-out per- 
sonality in films’? in The Film En- 
cyclopedia by Ephraim Katz, Hopper 
meets the local press in a conservative 
suit and tie. At 53 he shows no signs of 
the various forms of abuse his body 
endured in his younger days. He can 
speak objectively, even laugh about 
the present and the past, while looking 
forward to the future, but he almost 
seems semi-lobotomized when he dis- 
cusses his revellions of the distant and 
recent past. 

I don’t begrudge the man his re- 
covery, and God knows I don’t do 
everything in 1990 that I did in 1970 
and 1980, but who wants to see Peter 
Pan grow up? 

At least Hopper doesn’t seem total- 
ly serious when he says, “‘I would like 
to become part of the establishment so 
I can build a house next to Jack 
[Nicholson] and Marlon [Brando];”’ 
but he appears to mean it when he 
says, ‘‘I don’t think about the Sixties.”’ 

His new movie, Flashback, roman- 
ticizes the Sixties, emphasizing the peace 
and love while downplaying the sex 
and drugs. It’s hardly the story of the 
Hopper we knew and loved, the Holly- 
wood wild man whose star rose in 1969 
with the success of Easy Rider and fell 


just as quickly two years later when 
The Last Movie laid a colossal egg. 

There was hardly a year between 
then and now when Hopper didn’t 
have at least one film released. He 
hasn’t missed more than two years ina 
row since his movie career began in 
1954 with Nicholas Ray’s Johnny 
Guitar, but many of his films were 
produced by other countries (France, 
Australia, Germany, Belgium, Canada, 
Spain, Sweden, the UK) or very indepen- 
dent Americans, including Andy 
Warhol. Henry Jaglom, who directed 
Hopper in Tracks in 1976, recalls, ‘“You 
couldn’t shoot after 12 noon because he 
was unconscious.”’ 

The public took notice that Hopper 
had cleaned up his act in 1986, when he 
gave memorable performances in Blue 
Velvet and Hoosiers, followed quickly 
by River’s Edge, in which he played a 
darker version of his Flashback 
character. ‘‘I haven’t stopped working 
in six years,’’ he boasts, ‘‘and that’s 
good for me.”’ 

One thing Hopper’s new approach 
to the business has taught him is ‘‘A 
‘go’ project is a ‘go’ project... .If 
there’s never another film I’m in that 
deals with the Sixties, I don’t care.’’ This 
astonishes the assembled reporters, who 
have just heard him deliver a five- 
minute summary of the proposed se- 
quel to Easy Rider he’s been trying to 
make for years. 

That futuristic fable — ‘‘Mad Max 
on a gigantic scale’’ — starts in ‘‘Bikers 
Heaven,’’ where they’re looking down 
on a post-apocalyptic earth. They see 
that America’s in need of a leader, and 
revive Peter Fonda and Hopper to go 
looking for one. Jack Nicholson would 
probably play the leader of the dead 
bikers, Hopper says, but when poten- 
tial funding sources began insisting on 
his participation as a condition for 
backing the film, executive producer 
Bert Schneider ‘‘got pissed off,’’ and 


told them no deal. 

Hopper had even worse luck on the 
last picture he directed, Backtrack, in 
which he co-starred with Jodie Foster. 
It was to be released by Vestron Pic- 
tures around the time the company 
went bankrupt. They cut Hopper’s ver- 
sion down from two hours to 90 
minutes, he says, replaced 30 minutes 
of his footage with outtakes and com- 
pletely changed the musical score. ‘‘I’m 
suing them to take my name off the pic- 
ture,’’ he says, adding that the 
unkindest cut of all is that Vestron cut 
the negative so it can never be restored. 
“All I have is a tape of my two-hour 
cut....I considered Backtrack one of 
my finest films.’ 

I hope Flashback is the worst movie | 
enjoy this year. This cross between 
Midnight Run and Rude Awakening is 
less successful than the former as an 
action-comedy, but does far better 
than the latter at tapping a rich vein of 
hippie nostalgia. 

The chemistry between co-stars 
Dennis Hopper and Kiefer Sutherland 
gets you past many of the absurdities of 
David Loughery’s screenplay, which 
holds to the principle that any plot 
mechanics are justifiable if they help us 
get to the good stuff. 

Sutherland’s a San Francisco-based 
FBI agent assigned to transport Huey 
Walker (Hopper) to Spokane to stand 
trial on long-outstanding charges stem- 
ming from a stunt (‘‘my moment of 
transcendent glory, my ultimate act of 
civil disobedience’’) at a 1969 Spiro 
Agnew rally. Huey’s remembered as 
“the court jester of the radical left,’’ 
but he’s not remembered well enough 
for a publisher to be interested in his 
memoirs. That’s why he’s resurfaced 
after all this time. 

His plan includes escaping from the 
FBI, so he goes through some complex 
shenanigans on a train involving silly- 
accented hooker Kathleen York, to get 
Sutherland drunk and change identities 
with him. 

Instead of escaping when he gets the 
young man locked up in an Oregon jail, 
Huey goes across the street to a bar and 
picks a fight with Richard Masur and 
Michael McKean, local yuppies who 
remember their hippie roots. When 
lawyer Masur expresses a desire to help 
Huey, McKean disparages, ‘‘You’re a 
real estate lawyer. What’re you, gonna 
do his escrow for him?” 

Meanwhile, Sutherland is being bru- 
talized at the hands of politically am- 
bitious sheriff Cliff De Young. Soon he 
too ison therun, and he’s forced to team 
up with Huey for their mutual survival. 

They’ve already started bonding on 
the train, if only by arguing their 
philosophical conflicts. Huey 
analyzes the Reagan years: ‘‘We got 
two classes now, the truly needy and 
the truly greedy. ...The poor are liv- 
ing in the streets and the rich are living 
at the Betty Ford Center.”’ In the Sixties, 
he taunts, ‘‘I wiped my ass with the 
flag. It gave me a rash.”’ 
~ The fugitives wind up at the site of 
an old commune, abandoned except 
for Carol Kane, an old fan of Huey’s. 
There Sutherland’s secrets come spill- 
ing out, as we learn the nature of his 
parents’ values that he’s rebelling 
against. The Sixties take on a rosy glow 
as we see home movies that make com- 
munal life look like an outdoor 
nuclear family with no sex, no drugs 
not even rock’n’roll, just folk music. 

There.is plenty of rock music on the 
soundtrack — both original record- 
ings and remakes by Big Audio 
Dynamite and other artists to evoke 
genuine nostalgia for the things that 
were good about the period without 
passing judgment on the rest. 

The first half of Flashback is pretty 
bogus, if sometimes lovable, but the 
second half is tender and moving, end- 
ing on an optimistic note: ‘‘Once we 
get out of the ’80s, the ’90s are gonna 
make the ’60s look like the ’50s!’’ Be 
careful — don’t get hit by any swinging 
pendulums. a

Various Artists, Get With the 
Beat: The Mar-Vel’ Masters (Ryko) 
Billed as representing ‘A Lost Decade of 
American Rock and Roll,’’ this collection 
of 27 obscure sides from the mid-'50s 
through the early ‘60s is a fascinating 
document of the way one man's obses- 
sion preserved a valuable slice of 
American music. Harry Glenn was a 
frustrated songwriter and hustling en- 
trepreneur who started his own label and 
recorded more than 140 78's and 45's by 
such Midwestern hillbillies as Harold 
Allen, Chuck Dallis, Billy Nix, Ginny Carter, 
Harry Carter, Basil Smith, Bob Burton, 
Rem Wall and Bill Ferguson. Many of the 
artists had migrated to Chicago and near- 
by Calumet City from the depressed 
South. A few went on to wider stardom, 
but most of these tracks are examples of 
regional artists working in a transitional 
music culture, when country was be- 
coming rockabilly or rock'n'roll. The 
sounds range from western swing to wild 
honky-tonk and everything in between 
The common denominator is the unbridled 
enthusiasm these performers had for their 
work, captured in the spirited vocals and 
the abundance of crazy pedal steel, fiddle 
and violin solos. Glenn drove around the 
Midwest promoting his artists and ped- 
dling these ‘Hits of Tomorrow — Recorded 
Today”’ from the trunk of his car. Now 
they're available on compact disc, a must 
for any honky-tonk fan interested in the 
hillbilly roots of rock'n'roll

Remmy Ongala and Orchestra 
Super Matimila, Songs for 

the Poor Man (Real! World/Virgin) 
Until Peter Gabriel helped set up the Real 
World Studios and label, all too much of 
the African pop music coming west was 
being filtered through and discofied by 
Parisian producers. The only limit at Real 
World seems to be a tendency to keep 
tracks considerably shorter than the 
bands would play in concert, where they 
really shine. Ongala is a Zairean-born 
singer and guitarist who moved to Tan- 
zania inthe late 1970s, andhas achieved 
fame leading the 18-piece Matimila. Here 
the orchestra is pared down to eight 
members: an additional vocalist, three 
more guitarists, saxophonist, traps drum- 
mer, conga player and percussionist, all 
clearly audible.in the warm, transparent 
production. The percolating music is based 
on Zairean soukous, with the guitars skit- 
tering around and through the poly- 
rhythms. Although you wouldn't be able 
to tell by the graceful, upbeat feel of the 
tunes, Ongala is singing about poverty, 
hypocrisy, homeless orphans, oppressed 
wives and the mysteries of romance and 
music. The sounds swell and ebb around 
his vocals in mesmerizing fashion. Com- 
pared to a lot of what is passing for 
“world beat”’ these days, this is 

the real thing.

Greenwich Village quartet led by song- 
writer John Sebastian and guitarist Zal 
Yanovsky. The band's three essential 
Kama Sutra albums — Do You Believe In 
Magic; Daydream and Hums of the Lovin’ 
Spoonful — are collector's items, and 
there have been various ‘‘best of'' com- 
pilations over the years. But this An- 
thology surveys the great singles — “You 
Didn't Have to Be So Nice," “Summer in 
the City," “Nashville Cats’’ — such 
classic albums cuts as ‘‘Did You Ever 
Have to Make Up Your Mind,” ‘You 
Baby'' and ‘Lovin’ You,'’ and enough 
borderline embarrassments (you can pro- 
gram your. CD player around them) to re- 
mind us that the Spoonful and Sebastian 
had their sappy limitations. You get 
soundtracks from What's Up, Tiger Lily? 
and You're a Big Boy Now, and the full 
measure of instrumental experimentation 
with autoharp, electric harpsichord, 
clavinet, marxophone, Irish harp and or- 
chestral arrangements. The Spoonful’s 
heyday was brief: ‘Do You Believe in 
Magic”’ soared onto the radio in the late 
summer of 1965; by mid-'67 Zal was gone 
and John's sweetness was beginning to 
sound a bit cloying, if not contrived. After 
one more album with Sebastian and one 
without, the Spoonful was nothing more 
than a memory. The music may yield to 
other styles in “significance,” but notin 
pleasure. At its best, combining jug band 
music, folk, blues, rock'n'roll and pure, 
sentimental pop, the Spoonful was the 
epitome of good-time music

The Blake Babies, Earwig 
(Mammoth) 

The Blake Babies are a two-women, one- 
man trio from Boston who were basically 
discovered by Billy Bragg, of all people, 
and the only word to describe them 
would be effervescent. The record's 
trippy high melodies and the clear, pretty 
musings of singer/bassist Juliana 
Hatfield recall bands like the Bangles, 
the Primitives and Christmas, with an 
added edge that may well emanate from 
guitarist Jonn Strohm, culled from the 
much-harder sounding band the 
Lemonheads, and which is best exempli- 
fied on the band's neat cover of the 
Stooges’ song, ‘'Loose.’ 

The band's own music is equally neat, 
though; ranging from a song about the 
tragic polluting of Boston Harbor, called 
“Cesspool,"' to numerous love laments 
that are positively infectious despite 
being imbued all through with Hatfield's 
winsome-loser take on life. (She seems 
uncannily fated to hook up with real 
creeps, but unlike many female song- 
writers, she also knows how to kiss ‘em 
off in a satisfying manner.) Melodies this 
pop — not to mention the equally hooky 
harmonies with Strohm and drummer 
Freda Boner — are so easy to listen to 
it’s almost sick-making, and, indeed, it 
would be easy to dismiss the Blake 
Babies as one of the most sickly- 
sweet-sounding bands to come down 
the pike in years if it wasn't for a certain 
deep-down toughness that comes from 
this being a real band’s band — they 
rock. There's also a strangely affecting 
wobbliness to their debut that's positively 
charming; this is one of those bands you 
can't hear without wishing you were in it. 
It's D.1.Y,-time all over again, and this 
time the Blake Babies have done it right.

CHAMBER

N JANUARY 3rd, San 
Francisco filmgoers 
were blessed with a new 
monthly series, ‘Film as 
Art/Art in Film,’’ put 
on by the Film Arts Foundation at 
the M.H. de Young Museum in 
Golden Gate Park. While the con- 
tent is similar to that of the annual 
Film Arts Festival, what’s uniquely 
significant here is the setting. it’s the 
first time ‘‘art’’ cinema has, on a 
regular basis, played in a museum 
since James Broughton, Sidney 
Peterson and Frank Stauffacher 
launched the ‘‘Art in Film’’ series at 
the SF Museum of Modern Art in 
1947 — the first major U.S. film series 
devoted to experimental cinema, 
and a launching pad for many West 
Coast filmmakers at the time. 

Scheduled so far through May, 
each program happens at 1:30 pm 
on the first Wednesday of each 
month, and is free. The next pro- 
gram happens Feb. 7th, and 
features Meg Partridge’s 1988 
Academy Award-nominated Por- 
trait of Imogen, and Eric Marin’s 
1986 documentary, Lou Harrison: 
“Cherish, Conserve, Consider, 
Create’’. Though both have played 
around lots in the last couple of 
years, if you haven’t yet seen them {I- 
saw them only two weeks ago), do, be- 
cause they’re each insightful and well- 
made portraits of their subjects: 
photographer Imogen Cunningham 
and composer Lou Harrison, aman 
John Cage calls *‘the most. prolific 
composer that ever lived.”” 

Think about it: Aren’t imitations 
of reality oftentimes more real than 
the reality? Take landscapes: How 
many times have mountains or 
deserts proven less dramatic than 
the way they’re made to look in the 
movies? Or writers: How many 
sound exciting their in fiction, yet 
are virtual duds in person? When 
our minds form a picture of a per- 
son, for example, based on a fic- 
tional experience, that then 
becomes our reality, so that when 
we see the “‘real’’ thing, fiction and 
fact get all mixed up. 

So when’s the last time you saw 
Rod Stewart in person? 

Personally, I’ve never seem him, 
but two weekends ago I came damn 
close, Does the name Reb Hanna 
ring any bells? You may have seen 
his face in the paid ‘‘Reno-Tahoe”’ 
section of the pink pages, advertised 
as a Rod Stewart imitator who looks, 
sounds, acts and even dresses like his 





mentor. But don’t laugh yet.

The 
more you know about music the 
more you'll appreciate the 
humor, but the dullest person in 
the audience (don’t ask how | 
know!) will be convulsed by this 
Borge in blue jeans (he's also 
been compared to Borgia for his 
influence on musicology, but 
that was probably just a typo) 
as he spews forth verbal and 
musical puns that would make 
Herb Caen blanch. This concert 
benefits the SF Symphony’s 
Pension Fund; the Concerto for 
Piano vs. Orchestra, Schleptet 
in E-Flat and other works should 
encourage a few early retire- 
ments. These shows always sell 
out, so get your tickets PDQ.
